STANDING   RULES   OF   THE   SENATE. 

OPENING   OF   THE   DAILY   SESSIONS. 

L 

The  time  of  meeting  of  the  Senate  shall  be  eleven  o'clock  a.  m.  (Sac 
days  excepted),  and  in  case  any  other  is  na^eid^^  S^Vjftjfe^fe  applicabl 
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odIj  to  one  day,  and  shall  not  affect  this  rule  beyond  the  day  named 
for  a  difPSerent  hour  of  meeting. 


The  President  shall  call  the  Senate  to  order  at  the  stated  hour,  and 
if  a  quorum  be  present,  he  shall  order  read  the  Journal  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  preceding  day. 

3. 

A  President  pro  tern,  shall  be  elected,  who  shall,  in  the  absence 
of  the  President,  take  the  Chair  and  call  the  Senate  to  order  at  the 
hoar  of  the  meetings  of  th.e  Senate,  and  have  the  same  power  as  the 
President;  but  the  President  pro  tem.  shall  vote  only  as  any  other 
QQember  of  the  Senate  When  the  Senate  is  equally  divided,  the  Sec- 
retary shall  take  the  decision  of  the  President. 

DUTT   OF   MEMBERS   TO   GIVE   ATTENDANCE. 
4. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Senate  without 
leave  first  obtained.  A  less  number  than  a  quorum  of  the  Senate  are 
hereby  authorized  to  send  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  or  any  other  person, 
for  any  or  all  absent  members,  as  the  majority  of  such  members 
present  shall  agree,  at  the  expense  of  such  absent  members  respectively, 
qdIcss  such  excuse  for  non-attendance  shall  be'  made  as  the  Senate, 
when  a  quorum  is  convened,  shall  judge  sufficient,  and  in  that  case  the 
expense  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Contingent  Fund;  and  this  rule  shall 
apply  ae  well  to  the  first  convention  of  the  Senate,  at  the  legal  time  of 
meeting,  as  to  each  day  of  the  session  after  the  hour  has  arrived  to 
which  the  Senate  stood  adjourned.  The  President,  or  acting  President 
of  the  Senate,  or  of  less  than  a  quorum  thereof,  shall  have  the  power 
to  ifisuo  process,  directed  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  or  any  other  person, 
to  compel  the  attendance  of  members  absent  without  leave.  Any  Senator 
who  shall  refuse  to  obey  such  process,  unless  sick  and  unable  to  attend, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  contempt  of  the  Senate,  and  the  Sergeant- 
at-Arms,  or  other  person  to  whom  such  process  may  be  directed,  shall 
have  power  to  use  such  force  as  may  be  necessary  to  compel  the  attend- 
ance of  such  absent  member,  and  for  this  purpose  he  may  command  the 
force  of  the  county,  or  of  any  county  in  the  State.

shall  at  all  times  be  in  order. 

Provided^  that  messages  from  the  Governor,  State  officers  and  froai  the 
Assembly,  may,  on  motion  of  any  Senator,  be  considered  at  any  time. 

6. 

The  General  File  shall  be  the  special  order  for  each  day  from  twelve 
o'clock  until  two  p.  m.,  unless  sooner  disposed  of;  but  no  bill  shall  lose 
its  place  upon  the  file  by  expiration  of  the  time,  or  by  adjournment  of 
the  Senate  while  it  is  under  consideration ;  and  this  order  shall  take  pre- 
cedence of  all  others. 

7. 

The  Secretary  shall  post,  each  morning,  in  a  conspicuous  place,  a 
list  of  all  bills  upon  the  general  file,  giving  their  order,  and  also  setting 
forth  their  number,  and  so  much  of  their  title  as  necessaiy  to  enable 
Senators  to  understand  their  general  purport. 

8. 

All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  business  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

BILLS. 

9. 

If  objection  be  made  to  the  introduction  of  a  bill,  except  on  report  of 
a  committee,  or  on  previous  notice,  it  shall  lie  over  one  day,  unless  the 
Senate,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  direct  otherwise. 

10. 

Every  bill  shall  receive  three  readings  previous  to  its  being  passed. 
The  President  shall  give  notice  at  each  whether  it  be  the  first,  second 
or  third,  which  reading  shall  be  on  different  days,  unless  the  Senate, 
by  a  two-thirds  vote,  direct  otherwise;  provided^  that  upon  the  first 
reading  of  a  bill,  if  no  objection  be  made,  it  may,  without  delay,  be  read 
a  second  time  by  title,  and  be  committed  or  placed  on  the  general  file. 
No  bill  shall  be  amended  or  committed  until  twice  read. 

11. 

All  bills,  on  a  second  reading,  shall  be  considered  by  the  Senate  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  the  Senate  was  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  before 
they  shall  be  taken  up  and  proceeded  on  by  the  Senate,  agreeably  to 
the  Standing  Bules,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 
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12. 

AH  bills,  amendmonts  and  resolations,  after  being  engrossed,  in  pnr- 
saance  of  the  order  of  tbe  Senate,  shall  be  carefaiiy  examined  and 
reported  back  by  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  and  when,  by  order 
of  tbe  Senate,  any  Senate  bill  shall  have  been  considered  engrossed  and 
passed,  it  shall  be  the  daty  of  said  committee  to  caase  tbe  same  to  be 
correctly  engrossed  and  reported  to  the  Senate;  the  engrossed  copy  to 
be  transmitted  to  the  Assembly,  with  the  proper  indorsments,  and  the 
original  retained  by  the  Senate. 

13. 

All  bills,  after  the  second  reading  (if  the  same  be  not  committed. 
bot  if  committed,  then  npon  being  reported),  and  all  matters  reported 
from  committees,  shall  be  placed  npon  a  general  file,  and  shall  be  taken 
up  for  consideration  and  passage  in  the  order  of  their  being  placed  on 
file;  pnmdedj  that  engrossed  Dills  shall  take  precedence  of  bills  not 
engrossed. 

AMENDMENTS   AND   SUBSTITUTES.

Sabstitutes  may  be  offered  at  any  time  when  a  bill  or  resolution  is 
open  to  amendment,  previous  to  engrossment,  and  when  adopted  shall 
take  place  of  the  original  bill  or  resolation,  and  shall  be  open  to  amend-

No  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that  under  con- 
^deration  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amendment  or  substitute.

In  filling  up  blanks,  the  least  sum  or  number  and  the  shortest  time 
shall  be  put  first.

When  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  or  any  bill  requiring  the  con- 
carrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  Senators,  is  under  consideration,  the  con- 
currence of  two-thirds  shall  not  be  required  to  decide  any  question  for 
amendments,  or  extending  to  the  merits,  being  short  of  the  final  question.

All  committees  of  the  Senate,  and  all  joint  committees  on  the  part 
thereof,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Senate.

No  committee,  standing  or  special,  shall  elect  a  clerk  or  Sergeant-at- 
Arms  without  first  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  Senate. 

21. 

When  a  resolution  shall  be  offered  or  a  motion  made  to  refer  any  sub- 
ject, and  a  different  committee  shall  be  proposed,  the  question  shall  be 
taken  in  the  following  order: 

1.  The  Committee  of  the  Whole  Senate.

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ORDER. 

23. 

Wben  a  quoBtion  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but  the 
following  privileged  questions,  which  shall  have  precedence  in  the  follow- 
ing order : 

1.  To  adjoum. 

2.  For  a  call  of  the  Senate. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

5.  To  commit. 

6.  To  amend. 

7.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

24. 

Xo  motion  shall  b^  debated  until  the  same  be  seconded,  and  distinctly 
annouDced  by  the  President;  and  it  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  if 
deeired  by  the  President  or  any  member,  and  read  by  the  Secretary 
t-efore  the  same  shall  be  debated.  A  motion  may  be  withdrawn  at  any 
time  before  amendment. 

25. 

When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for  (except  petitions),  and  the 
same  is  objected  to  by  any  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of 
the  Senate,  without  debate.  But  this  rale  is  not  applicable  to  any  bill, 
resolution,  amendment  or  other  proposition  which  may  be  at  the  time 
directly  under  consideration. 

26. 

Every  Senator,  when  he  speaks,  shall,  standing  in  his  place,  address 
the  President,  and  when  he  has  finished  he  shall  sit  down.  No  mem- 
ber shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  any  one  debate  on  the  same  day 
and  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill,  without  leave ;  and  Senators  who 
have  once  spoken  shall  not  again  be  entitled  to  the  floor  (except  for 
explanation)  to  the  exclusion  pf  another  who  has  not  spoken. 

27. 

When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  once,  the  President  shall  name  the 
member  who  is  to  sp^ak  first. 

28. 

When  a  member  shall  be  called  to  order  he  shall  sit  down  until  the 
President  shall  have  determined  whether  he  is  in  order  or  not ;  and  every 
question  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President,  subject  to  an  appeal 
to  tbe  Senate  by  any  member.  If  the  member  be  called  to  order  for 
words  spoken,  the  exceptional  language  shall  immediately  be  taken  down 
in  writing. 
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QUESTION. 
29. 

The  final  question  upon  the  second  reading  of  every  bill  originating  in 
the  Senate,  and  requiring  three  readings  previous  to  being  passed,  shall 
be  :  ^'  Shall  it  be  engrossed  and  read  a  third  time  ?"  And  no  amendment 
shall  be  received  for  discussion  at  the  third  reading  of  any  bill,  but  it 
shall  at  all  times  be  in  order  before  the  final  passage  of  any  such  bill  to 
move  its  commitment  under  special  instructions. 

30. 

The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form  :  ^^  Shall  the  main  question 
be  now  put?"  It  shall  only  be  admitted  when  demanded  by  three  Sen- 
ators present ,  and  its  effect  shall  be  to  put  an  end  to  all  debate  and 
bring  the  Senate  to  a  direct  vote  upon  amendments  reported  by  a  com- 
mittee, if  any,  upon  pending  amendments,  and  then  upon  the  main  ques- 
tion. On  a  motion  for  the  previous  question,  and  prior  to  the  seconding 
of  the  same,  a  call  of  the  Senate  shall  be  in  order;  but  after  three  Sen- 
ators shall  have  seconded  such  motion,  no  call  shall  be  in  order  prior  to 
the  decision  of  the  main  question. 

31. 

On  a  motion  for  the  previous  question,  and  under  the  previous  question, 
there  shall  be  no  debate.  And  all  incidental  questions  of  order,  arising 
after  a  motion  is  made  for  the  previous  question,  (or  while  acting  under 
the  previous  question),  shall  be  decided,  whether  on  appeal  or.  otherwise, 
without  debate. 

32. 

When  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  called  for  by  three  members  present, 
every  member  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate  at  the  time  the  question  was 
put  shall  declare  openly  and  without  debate  his  assent  or  dissent  to  the 
question,  unless  he  shall  state  that  he  has  paired  with  an  absent  Sena- 
tor, who  differed  with  him  upon  the  question.  In  taking  the  ayes  and 
noes,  and  upon  the  call  of  the  Senate,  the  names  of  the  members  shall 
be  taken  alphabetically.  When  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  taken  upon 
any  question,  in  pursuance  of  this  rule,  no  member  shall  be  permitted, 
under  any  circumstances  whatever,  to  vote  after  the  decision  is  announced 
from  the  Chair. 

83. 

When  any  member  is  absent  without  the  bar  of  the  Senate  when  his 
name  is  called  on  the  call  of  ayes  and  noes  on  any  vote  about  to  be 
taken,  his  vote  shall  not  be  received  unless  unanimously  agreed  to  by 
the  members  present,  nor  shall  a  member  be  counted,  on  a  division  of 
u  vote,  who  is  absent  without  the  bar  of  the  Senate  without  leave. 

RSCONSIDSBATION . 

34. 
When  a  question  has  been  once  put  and  decided,  it  shall  be  in  order 
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for  any  member  voting  in  the  majority  to  move  for  the  reconsideration 
thereof,  and  snch  motion  shall  take  precedence  of  all  other  qaestions 
except  a  motion  to  adjonrn ;  bat  no  motion  for  the  reconsideration  of  any 
Tote  shall  be  in  order  after  the  bill,  resolution,  messap^o,  report,  amend- 
ment  or  motion,  upon  which  the  vote  was  taken,  shall  have  gone  out  of 
the  possession  of  tne  Senate ;  nor  after  the  usual  message  shall  have 
been  sent  from  the  Senate  announcing  its  decision;  nor  shall  any  motion 
for  a  reconsideration  of  a  vote  making  a  final  disposition  of  any  bill  or 
resolution  be  made  on  the  day  on  which  the  same  was  taken ;  nor  shall 
any  question  be  reconsidered  more  than  once. 

85. 

No  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  entertained  at  a  later  period  than  the 
next  day  of  the  actual  session  of  the  Senate  afler  the  vote  to  be  recon- 
sidered has  been  taken ;  nor  then,  unless  notice  of  intention  to  move  a 
reconsideration  shall  have  been  given  by  some  Senator  on  the  same  day 
when  such  vote  was  taken ;  but  when  any  vote  shall  be  reconsidered  the 
Senate  may  at  the  same  time  proceed  to  reconsider  any  previous  vote  or 
order  in  relation  to  the  same  bill  or  resolution  without  farther  notice. 
No  notice  of  intention  to  move  a  reconsideration  shall  be  given  on  the 
day  next  preceding  the  last  day  of  the  session. 

86. 

If  a  Senator  gives  notice  that  he  intends  to  move  a  reconsideration, 
tbe  Secretary  shall  not  report  the  bill  or  resolution  to  the  Assembly  till 
the  reconsideration  is  disposed  of,  or  the  time  for  moving  the  same  had 

expired. 

JOUBNAL. 
87. 

The  titles  of  bills  and  such  parts  thereof  only  as  shall  be  affected 
by  proposed  amendments  shall  be  inserted  in  the  Journal. 

88. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Senate,  when  not  acting  as  Committee  of  the 
^^hole,  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  as  concisely  as  possible,  care 
being  taken  to  record  a  true  and  accurate  account  of  the  proceedings; 
bat  every  vote  of  the  Senate  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal,  and  a 
I  brief  statement  of  the  contents  of  each  petition,  memorial  or  paper 
presented  to  the  Senate  shall  also  be  inserted  in  the  Journal. 

BULES. 

89. 

The  rales  of  the  Senate  shall  be  observed  in  Committee  of  the  Whole, 
^  far  as  may  be  applicable,  except  limiting  the  number  of  times  of 
ipeakiog,  and  except  that  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  not  be  taken. 
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40. 

In  all  cases  not  provided  for  by  these  rales  the  Senate  shall  be  gov- 
erned by  the  law  and  practice  as  laid  down  in  Cashing's  Law  and 
Practice  of  Legislative  Assemblies. 

4L 

No  rule  shall  be  suspended  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present,  and  no  additional  rule  or  amendment  of  a  rule 
shall  be  made  without  giving  at  least  one  day's  notice,  and  the  concur- 
rence of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present;  provided,  that  no  rule 
requiring  unanimous  consent  shall  be  suspended  by  operation  of  this 
rule. 

POWEKS  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

42. 

The  rooms,  passages  and  buildings  set  apart  for  the  use  ot  the  Senate 
shall  be  under  the  control  and  direction  of  the  President  of  the  Senate, 
and  he  shall  have  the  control  and  direction  of  the  journals,  papers,  bills, 
etc.,  of  the  Senate;  he  shall  see  that  all  officers  of  the  Senate  perform 
their  respective  duties,  and  may  assign  places  to  reporters. 

48. 

In  case  of  a  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  lobbies,  the 
President  (or  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  Senate)  shall 
have  power  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

44. 

The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  any  member  to  perform 
the  duties  of  the  Chair,  who  is  hereby  vested,  during  such  time,  with 
all  the  powers  of  the  President;  bat  such  substitute  shall  not  lose  the 
right  of  voting  on  any  question  while  so  presiding. 

SEBGEANT-AT-ARMS. 

45. 

A  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  be  elected,  to  hold  his  office  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  Senate,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  the  Senate  dur- 
ing its  sittings,  to  execute  the  commands  of  the  Senate  from  time  to 
time,  together  with  all  such  process  issued  by  authority  thereof  as  shall 
be  directed  to  him  by  the  President.  The  actual  expenses  of  the  Ser- 
geant-at-Arms for  every  arrest,  for  each  day's  custody  and  releasement, 
and  for  travelling  expenses  for  himself  and  special  messenger,  going  and 
returning,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Contingent  Fund,  and  no  other  fees 
shall  be  paid  him  beyond  his  pay  per  diem.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms  to  keep  the  accounts  for  pay  and  mileage  of  members, 
to  prepare  checks,  and  if  required  so  to  do,  draw  the  money  on  such 
checks  for  the  members  (the  same  being  previously  signed  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  indorsed  by  the  member  or  person  to  whom  the  check  is  made), 
and  pay  over  the  same  to  the  member  or  person  entitled  thereto. 
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MESSBNaSBS. 

46. 

Messengers  are  introduced  in  any  state  of  business,  except  while  a 
question  is  being  pnt,  while  the  ayes  and  noes  are  calling,  or  while  the 
ballots  are  counting. 

DOOBKllPSB. 

47. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Doorkeeper  to  prohibit  all  persons  ezcep- 
SeDfttors,  members  of  the  Assembly,  officers  of  the  two  Houses,  and  such 
Reporters  as  have  seats  assigned  them  by  the  President,  from  coming 
within  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  unless  invited  by  the  Senate  through  the 
President,  and  to  arrest  for  contempt  all  persons  outside  the  bar  or  in 
the  gallery  found  engaged  in  loud  conversation,  or  otherwise  making  a 
noise  to  the  disturbance  of  the  Senate. 

IXEGUTIVS   NOMINATION. 

48. 

When  nominations  shall  be  sent  by  the  Governor  to  the  Senate  for 
their  confirmation,  the  same  shall  not  be  acted  on  upon  the  day  upon 
which  they  are  received. 

PBINTINO. 

49. 

No  bill  or  other  matter  shall  be  printed  without  first  being  specially 
ordered  by  the  Senate,  and  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  certify  to  the  recep- 
tion by  the  Senate  of  all  such  printed  matter  and  the  quantity,  before 
payment  shall  be  made  or  bills  audited ;  and  maps  accompanying  docu- 
ments  shall  not  be  printed  under  the  general  order  to  print  without  the 
special  direction  of  the  Senate. 

50. 

Two  hundred  and  forty  (240)  copies  shall  be  printed  of  each  document 
or  other  matter  ordered,  unless  the  Senate  specially  direct  a  different 

number. 

y  SBORBT  SESSION. 

51. 

On  a  motion  made  and  seconded  to  close  the  doors  of  the  Senate  on 
the  discQssion  of  any  business  which  may,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Sen- 
Ate,  require  secrecy,  the  President  shall  require  all  persons,  except  the 
members.  Secretaries,  Sergeant-at-Arms  and  Doorkeeper  of  the  Senate,  to 
withdraw,  and  during  the  discassion  of  said  motion  the  doors  shall  remain 
closed^  and  every  member  and  officer  of  the  Senate  shall  keep  secret 
&H  BQch  matters,  proceedings  and  things  whereof  secrecy  shall  be 
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JOINT  RULES  OF  THE  SENATE   AND  ASSEMBLY. 
1. 

In  every  case  of  an  amendmeDt  of  a  bill  agreed  to  in  one  Honse, 
and  dissented  from  in  the  other,  if  either  Hoase  shall  request  a  confer- 
ence, and  appoint  a  committee  to  confer,  the  other  Hoase  shall  appoint 
a  like  committee;  and  such  committee  shall  meet  at  a  convenient  hour, 
to  be  agreed  upon  by  their  respective  Chairmen,  and  shall  confer  upon 
the  differences  between  the  two  Houses,  and  shall  report  as  early  as 
convenient  the  result  of  their  conference  to  their  respective  Houses 
for  their  action. 

2. 

When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  either  House,  it  shall  be  announced 
at  the  door  by  the  Doorkeeper,  and  shall  be  respectfully  communicated 
to  the  Chair  by  the  person  oy  whom  it  may  be  sent. 

8. 

Messages  shall  be  sent  by  the  Secretary,  Clerk,  or  by  such  person 
as  a  sense  of  propriety  of  each  House  may  determine  to  be  proper. 


Notice  of  the  action  of  either  House  to  the  other  shall  be  on  paper, 
and  under  the  signature  of  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  of  the  Hoase  from 
which  such  notice  is  to  be  conveyed. 


After  a  bill  shall  have  passed  both  Houses,  it  shall  be  duly  enrolled 
by  the  Enrolling  Clerk  of  the  Assembly  or  of  the  Senate,  as  the  bill  may 
have  originated  in  the  one  or  the  other  House,  and  shall  first  receive 
the  signature  of  the  presiding  officer  and  Clerk  or  Secretary  of  the  House 
in  which  it  emanated,  before  it  shall  be  presented  to  the  Governor  of 
the  State. 

6. 

When  bills  are  enrolled,  they  shall  be  examined  by  the  Enrolling  Com- 
mittee of  the  House  in  which  they  originate,  who  shall  carefully  compare 
the  enrolment  with  the  engrossed  bill,  as  passed  in  the  two  Houses, 
and  correcting  any  errors  that  may  be  discovered  in  the  enrolled  bill, 
make  their  report  forthwith  to  the  House  in  which  the  bill  originated, 
stating  by  whom  such  bill  was  examined. 

7. 

After  examination  and  report,  each  bill  shall  be  signed  in  the  respect- 
ive Houses,  first  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  then  by  the  President 
of  the  Senate. 

8. 

Afl^er  a  bill  shall  have  thus  been  signed  in  each  House,  it  shall  be  pre* 
sen  ted  by  the  Enrolling  Committee  of  the  House  in  whicb4tori^nated  to 
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the  Governor  of  the  State,  for  his  approval  (it  being  first  indorsed  on 
the  back  of  the  roll  by  the  Secretary  or  Clerk,  as  the  case  may  be,  cer- 
tifying in  which  House  the  bill  originated).  The  said  committee  shall 
report  the  day  of  presentation  to  the  Governor,  which  time  shall  be 
carefally  entered  on  the  Journals  of  the  House  in  which  the  bill  origin- 
ated. 

9. 

All  orders,  resolutions  and  votes,  which  are  to  be  presented  to  the 
Governor  of  the  State  for  his  approbation,  shall  also,  in  the  same  manner, 
be  previously  enrolled,  examined  and  signed,  and  shall  be  presented  in 
the  same  manner  and  by  the  same  committee  as'  provided  in  the  case 
of  bills. 

10. 

When  the  Senate  and  Assembly  shall  judge  it  proper  to  make  a  joint 
address  to  the  Governor,  it  shall  be  presented  to  him  in  his  audience 
chamber,  by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  in  the  presence  of  the  Speaker 
and  both  Hoases. 

11. 

When  a  bill  or  resolution  which  shall  have  passed  in  one  House, 
is  rejected  by  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  House  in 
which  the  same  shall  have  passed. 

12. 

When  a  bill  or  resolution  which  has  been  passed  in  one  House,  shall  be 
rejected  in  the  other,  it  shall  not  be  brought  in  during  the  same  session 
without  a  notice  of  five  days,  and  leave  of  two-thirds  of  that  House  in 
which  it  shall  be  renewed. 

13. 

Each  House  shall  transmit  to  the  other,  papers  on  which  any  bill  or 
resolution  shall  be  founded. 

14. 

After  each  House  shall  have  once  adhered  to  their  disagreement,  a 
bill  or  resolution  shall  be  lost 

15. 

No  bill  or  resolution  that  shall  have  passed  the  Assembly  and  Senate 
shall  be  presented  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval  on  the  last  day  of 
the  session. 

16. 

No  appropriations  of  money,  for  any  purpose  whatever,  shall  be  made 
except  by  bill. 

17. 

Each  House  may  order  the  printing  of  bills  introduced  and  reports 
of  its  own  committees,  but  no  other  printing  shall  be  ordered  except 
by  a  concurrent  resolution  passed  by  both  Houses.  ,    ^^^.^ 
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18. 

There  shall  be  a  Joint  Standing  Committee  of  three  from  each  House; 
who  shall  examine  all  matter  proposed  to  be  printed  by  concurrent  order, 
and  shall  report  what  part  of  such  matter  it  is  needful  to  print. 

19. 

No  spirituous  liquors  shall  be  offered  for -sale  or  introduced  within 
any  portion  of  the  building  which  is  used  for  State  purposes,  or  is  under 
the  control  of  this  Legislature. 

20. 

No  increase  in  the  pav  of  any  oflScer  or  attache  of  the  Senate  or 
Assembly  shall  be  made  by  resolution,  except  by  unanimous  consent. 

21. 

All  concurrent  or  joint  resolutions,  which  relate  to  or  contain  commu- 
nications to  the  Federal  Government,  shall  be  treated  in  all  respects  as 
bills. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Farley,  rule  number  thirty-two  was  amended  by 
striking  out  the  words  "  under  any  circumstances,"  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  "  unless  by  consent  of  the  Senate." 

The  rules  reported  by  the  Committee,  as  amended,  with  the  exception 
of  rule  number  nineteen,  were  then  adopted. 

Mr.  Lewis  introduced  the  following : 

Rule  No.  19. — All  committees  of  the  Senate,  and  all  joint  committees 
on  the  part  thereof,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President. 

Adopted. 

BILL  INTRODUCED. 

Mr.  Hagar  had  leave  to  introduce  the  following  bill : 

An  Act  amendatory  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  provide  additional 
revenue  for  the  School  Department  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, a^d  to  change  the  time  and  manner  of  electing  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Schools  of  said  city  and  county,  approved  March  thirtieth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight. 

Bead  a  first  time  by  title. 

Mr.  Boberts  raised  objections  to  the  second  reading  of  the  bill. 

The  rules  were  then  suspended  and  bill  read  a  second  time  by  title. 

Mr.  Hager  moved  to  consider  the  bill  engrossed  and  place  it  upon  its 
third  reading,  whereupon  Messrs  Roberts,  Tweed  and  Murch  demanded 
the  ayes  and  noes,  and  the  Senate  so  ordered,  by  the  following  two-thirds 
vote :

Mr.  Farley  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  just  taken. 

The  President  raled  that  a  motion  to  reconsider  a  vote  could  not  be 
acted  upon  on  the  same  day  the  vote  was  taken. 

The  rules  were  then  suspended,  bill  considered  engrossed,  read  a  third 
time  and  passed. 

Mr.  Hager  moved  to  transmit  the  bill  to  the  Assembly,  immediately  on 
receipt  of  their  organization. 

Carried. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr.  Curtis  had  leave  to  introduce  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  one  week's  pay  and  mileage  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
allowed  to  each  officer  and  attach^  of  the  last  Senate  who  has  been  in 
attendance  and  assisted  in  the  organization  of  the  present  Senate,  paya- 
ble out  of  the  Contingent  Fund  of  the  Senate.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Comte,  Senate  Concurrent  Besolution  No.  1,  rela- 
tive to  tendering  the  use  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  Chambers  to  the 
citizens  of  Sacramento,  was  taken  from  the  table  and  adopted. 

Mr.  Curtis  had  leave  to  introduce  a  concurrent  resolution  instructing 
the  Sergeant-at-arms  of  each  house  to  deliver  to  the  State  Librarian 
ten  copies  of  all  printed  documents,  bills  and  files  of  either  House. 

Adopted. 

By  Mr.  Pendegast  : 

Resolvedy  That  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  be  directed  to  furnish  each  Sena- 
tor, the  Lieutenant-Governor,  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  and  the 
Sergeant-at-Arros  with  twenty-five  dollars'  worth  of  postage  stamps  or 
express  envelopes,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Contingent  Fund  of  the  Senate. 

Adopted.

At  twelve  o'clock  and  fifty  minates,  p.  m.,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Farley,  the 
Senate  took  a  recess  for  ten  minutes.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly: 

The  Constitution  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Executive  to  communicate 
to  the  Legislature,  at  each  session,  the  condition  of  the  State,  and  to 
recommend  such  matters  as  he  may  deem  expedient. 

Before  proceeding  to  the  discharge  of  this  duty,  allow  me  to  congrat- 
ulate you  upon  the  general  prosperity  which  has  prevailed  since  the  close 
of  last  session.  The  seasons  have  been  propitious;  crops  have  been 
abundant;  labor  has  been  well  rewarded;  agriculture,  commerce  and 
manufactures  have  flourished;  facilities  of  travel  and  transportation 
have  been  increased,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  drawback  upon  the  satis- 
faction with  which  we  may  contemplate  our  progress  during  the  past 
two  years.  Within  that  time  the  great  continental  railroad  has  been 
pressed  to  completion,  and  furnishes  a  safe,  comfortable  and  expeditiouB 
thoroughfare  between  California  and  the  States  east  of  the  mountains. 
Its  completion  has  occasioned  heartfelt  rejoicing  throughout  California, 
whose  citizens  for  the  past  twenty  years  have  suffered  in  every  way  by 
their  isolation  from  the  Atlantic  States  and  Europe. 

financial  condition. 

The  accompanying  reports  of  the  Controller  and  Treasurer  present  a 
statement  of  the  transactions  of  their  offices  during  the  nineteenth  and 
twentieth  fiscal  years,  and  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  State  on  the 
first  day  of  ^November,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine.  The  total 
funded  debt  of  the  State  on  the  first  day  of  December,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-seven,  was  stated  by  my  predecessor  at  five  million  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-six  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  (J5,l 26,600).  The 
present  funded  debt  is  four  million  and  sixty-eight  thousand  dollars 
($4,068,000).  This  is  exclusive  of  outstanding  warrants  upon  the  Capi- 
tol Fund,  more  particularly  referred  to  hereafter.  Of  this  amount,  nine 
hundred  and  sixty  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($960,500)  of  bonds  are 
held  by  the  State  for  School  Fund. 

The  various  classes  of  outstanding  bonds  which  make  up  the  funded 
debt  will  appear  by  reference  to  tne  Controller's  report.  The  total 
receipts  from  all  sources,  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  were  two  million  nine  hundred  and 
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sixty-one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-six  dollars  and  eighty-four 
cents  ($2,961,766  84).  The  total  disbursements  during  the  same  year 
were  t^o  raillion  nine  hundred  and  fifteen  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
thirty -four  dollars  and  one  cent  ($2,915,934  01). 

The  reduction  by  the  Legislature  at  its  last  session,  of  the  rate  of  tax- 
ation for  State  purposes,  from  one  dollar  and  thirteen  cents  ($1  18)  to 
ninety-seven  (97)  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  taxable  property, 
afiTorded  to  the  Creneral  Fund  but  twenty-two  and  one-half  (22 J)  cents 
upon  each  one  hundred  dollars.  . 

This  rate  would  not  have  been  so  inadequate  to  furnish  sufficient  funds 
for  the  current  expenditures  of  the  State  Government,  but  for  the  loss 
of  about  eighty  thousand  dollars  ($80,000)  foreign  miners'  license  tax, 
granted  at  the  last  session  to  the  mining  counties,  and  about  thirty 
thousand  dollars  ($S0,000J  lost  to  the  revenue  by  a  judicial  decision 
adverse  to  the  validity  of  tne  passenger  stamp  tax  Even  had  these  two 
sonrces  of  revenue  been  retained,  the  increasing  expenses  of  maintain- 
ing our  public  institutions  would  have  rendered  the  rate  of  taxation  for 
General  Fund  purposes  too  low.  The  rate  recommended  by  the  Con- 
troller is  twenty-nve  and  one-half  cents  for  General  Fund,  which  is 
doubtless  the  lowest  rate  needed  for  the  next  two  fiscal  years.  It  must 
be  recollected  that  the  extinguishment  of  our  funded  debt  (which  will 
occur  within  five  years,  at  the  present  rate  of  redemption),  and  the  com- 
pletion of  the^  State  Capitol,  will  relieve  the  property  of  the  State  from 
fifty-seven  and  one-quarter  (57 J)  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars,  so 
that  if  the  State  had  been  out  of  debt  and  its  public  buildings  completed, 
the  rate  of  taxation  last  year  would  have  been  but  thirty-nine  and  three- 
quarters  (39})  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars,  instead  of  ninety-seven 
(97)  cents,  and  this  includes  eight  (8)  cents  for  interest  on  Central 
Pacific  Eailroad  Bonds  and  eight  (8)  cents  for  School  Fund,  in  addition  to 
the  military  tax  of  one  and  a  quarter  (li)  cents.  The  rate  of  taxation 
for  general  purposes  will  probably  not  need  to  be  increased  beyond 
twenty-five  and  one-half  (251)  cents,  because,  with  a  fair  and  equal  valu- 
ation of  property,  the  increase  of  the  assessment  roll,  as  the  State  pro- 
gresses in  wealth  and  population,  ought  to  furnish  a  large  enough 
increase  in  the  amount  of  money  needed  for  the  general  expenses  of  the 
State  Government.  In  this  connection  I  cannot  refrain  from  urging  an 
adherence  to  the  policy  of  economy  in  expenditures  and  reduction  of 
indebtedness,  which  is  so  clearly  demanded  by  the  people  of  the  State. 
In  every  point  of  view  it  is  desirable  to  lessen  the  burdens  of  taxation, 
and  it  is  quite  clear  that  this  can  only  be  done  in  those  taxes  levied  to 
meet  the  interest  and  principal  of  the  State  debt.  The  current  expendi- 
tures of  the  State  Government  must  increase  as  the  State  advances  in 
population;  our  admirable  school  system  must  be  developed  and  main- 
tained ;  an  efiicient  militia  system  is  indispensable  as  a  security  for  the 
enforcement  of  the  laws  and  the  preservation  of  public  order,  and  a 
large  expenditure  for  public  buildings,  for  prison,  asylums  and  other 
purposes,  is  unavoidable;  but  by  the  payment  of  our  public  debt  the  rate 
of  taxation  can  be  reduced  one-half,  and  still  all  these  necessary  objects 
can  be  provided  for.  Nothing  more  promotes  the  general  prosperity  or 
constitutes  a  stronger  attraction  to  the  immigration  of  a  farming  popu- 
lation than  exemption  from  debt  and  light  public  burdens.  Our  financial 
and  industrial  future  seems  to  be  unclouded,  if  the  policy  heretofore 
pursued  in  this  regard  is  wisely  adhered  to. 
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EQUALIZATION   OF   ASSESSMENTS. 

The  subject  of  equalizing  assessments  has  occupied  much  pubh'c  atten- 
tion during  the  past  two  years.  It  is  manifest  that  the  constitutional 
requirement  of  uniformity  and  equality  of  taxation  is  a  dead  letter,  bo 
long  as  property  is  valued  b}^  th«  Assessor  in  one  county  at  one-sixth  or 
one-tenth  of  its  value  and  in  another  county  at  one-half  or  two-thirds. 
Some  remedies  for  this  evil  are  suggested  by  the  Controller,  and  amon^ 
them  is  a  constitutional  amendment  making  the  Assessor  hold  by  appoint- 
ment instead  of  election.  The  propriety  of  this  is  apparent.  The 
Assessors  should  also  be  obliged  to  make  a  return,  under  oath,  that  they 
have  used  due  diligence  to  ascertain  the  market  value  of  the  property 
assessed,  by  inquiry  and  comparison,  and  that  they  have  valued  it  in  the 
assessment  roll  at  a  certain  proportion  of  its  actual  market  value,  say 
two-thirds,  which  would  allow  a  deduction  ot  one-third  for  fluctuation 
and  depreciation. 

I  do  not  fully  share  the  distrust  which  the  Controller  expresses,  of  the 
practicability  and  efficiency  of  a  State  Board  of  Equalization.  It  soezns 
to  mo  that  the  functions  of  such  a  Board  might  be  so  arranged  as  not  to 
involve  any  large  expenditure  or  complicated  machinery.  If  it  were 
only  a  Board  of  inquiry  and  supervision  it  would  be  valuable,  but  it 
might  doubtless  be  clothed  with  useful  power  to  enforce  changes  in  val- 
uations. It  would  occupy  too  much  space  to  suggest  the  details  of  a  law 
for  this  purpose,  which  would  be  in  harmony  with  the  constitution  and 
at  the  same  time  be  efficient.  The  subject  is  one  of  great  importance 
and  cannot  be  too  earnestly  commended  to  your  attention. 

SECRETARY   OF   STATE. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  State  gives  all  needful  information 
respecting  the  business  of  his  office.  The  additional  duty  imposed  upon 
him,  in  providing  furniture  for  the  new  Capitol,  had  not  been  completed 
at  the  date  of  his  report,  so  as  to  present  an  exact  statement  of  expen- 
ditures.    This  will  be  laid  before  you  early  in  the  session. 

ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

The  report  of  the  Attorney-General  will  give  you  information  respect- 
ing the  civil  and  criminal  business  in  his  hands,  and  the  litigations  now 
pending. 

The  labors  of  this  officer  have  been  rendered  more  onerous  and  respon- 
sible during  the  past  two  years  by  the  enactments  of  the  last  session, 
and  the  novel  and  perplexing  questions  constantly  arising  under  condi- 
tions and  legislation  in  many  respects  differing  from  those  of  older  States. 

SURVEYOR-GENERAL. 

The  report  of  the  Surveyor-General  contains  much  statistical  informa- 
tion in  reference  to  the  agricultural  products  of  the  State,  the  area  of 
State  lands  sold,  and  the  number  of  acres  remaining  unsold. 

Our  land  system  seems  to  be  mainly  framed  to  facilitate  the  acquisi- 
tion of  large  bodies  of  land  by  capitalists  and  corporations,  either  as 
donations  or  at  nominal  prices.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  land  granted 
by  Congress  to  railroad  corporations  had  not  teen  subject  to  continued 
pre-emption  by  settlers,  giving  to  the  corporation  the  proceeds  at  some 
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fixed  price;  and  it  would  probabjj  have  been  mach  better  for  the  State 
and  coaDtry  if  the  public  lands  had  never  been  disposed  of,  except  to 
actual  settlers  under  pre-emption  laws,  with  the  qualification  last  referred 
to,  in  the  case  of  railroads.  As  it  is,  our  system  in  California  is  in  a 
confused,  loose  and  unsatisfactory  condition,  productive  of  much  difS- 
culty  and  litigation.  Numbers  who  purchased  from  the  State,  lands  sold 
as  swamp  and  overflowed,  find  their  farms  claimed  under  the  railroad 
grants  and  themselves  involved  in  expensive  contests  before  Eegisters 
of  Land  Offices. 

It  is  due  to  this  meritorious  class  of  citizens  that  the  State  should  do 
everything  in  its  power  to  protect  them  in  their  rights.  It  might  be  of 
service  to  ask  Congress  to  pass  an  Act  recognizing  titles  made  by  the 
State  to  lands  sold  as  swamp  and  overflowed,  and  making  the  State  sale 
conclusive  as  to  the  character  of  the  land  sold. 

The  survey  and  sale  of  the  mineral  lands  is  recommended  by  the  Sur- 
reyor-General,  and  also  the  withdrawal  of  all  the  public  lands  from 
private  entry  and  their  sale  to  actual  settlers  only. 

The  subject  of  the  reclamation  of  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  is  also 
referred  to  by  the  Surveyor-General.  It  is  currently  stated  that  appli- 
cation will  be  made  to  the  Legislature  to  provide  some  system  of  drain- 
age, by  means  of  a  canal,  for  the  purpose  of  reclaiming  these  lands. 
There  is  little  doubt  that  a  large  area  of  these  lands  could  be  reclaimed 
by  means  of  a  canal,  which  would  facilitate  the  discharge  of  the  surface 
waters  and  the  putting  in  crops  earlier  in  the  season.  If  any  system  of 
this  nature  is  adopted,  the  cost  of  the  work  should  be  assessed  upon  the 
lands  sought  to  be  reclaimed,  and  the  State  ought  not  to  bo  made  a  party 
to  the  expenditure,  either  as  principal  or  guarantor.  There  is  certainly 
no  propriety  in  taxing  the  people  of  the  coast  and  mountain  counties  to 
reclaim  private  property  in  the  Sacramento  Valley.  These  lands,  if 
reclaimed,  would  be  the  richest  in  the  State,  and  they  should  bear  the 
coat  of  their  qwn  reclamation. 

It  is  desirable  that  some  legislation  should  be  had  to  prevent  the 
indiscriminate  snaring  and  killing  of  small  birds,  which  are  so  useful  to 
the  farmer  in  the  destruction  of  insects.  Upon  the  continent  of  Europe 
extraordinary  measures  are  being  adopted  to  protect  and  propagate 
varieties  of  small  birds,  the  slaughter  of  which  has  been  going  on  in  this 
State  for  some  years,  to  the  great  detriment  of  agriculture. 

The  subject  of  protecting  the  difterent  varieties  of  fish  in  our  rivers 
and  mountain  lakes,  and  stocking  these  waters  with   new  varieties,  is 

also  worthy  of  your  attention.     Many  valuable  varieties  of  fish  from 

Eastern  waters  could   be  introduced  and  multiplied  here  at  a  small 

expense.     This  subject  is  exciting  much  interest  in  many  of  the  States 

oast  of  the  mountains. 

nOMMON    SCHOOLS. 

An  efficient  system  of  common  schools  for  the  education  of  the  chil- 
<lren  of  the  State  is  felt  by  all  to  be  of  primary  importance.  The  con- 
stant improvement  of  our  system  will  be  apparent  from  the  report  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  herewith  transmitted,  and 
cannot  be  otherwise  than  gratifying  to  all  who  realize  the  intimate  con- 
nection that  exists  between  popular  education  and  free  institutions. 

No  people  can  successfully  work  out  the  great  problem  of  popular 
^vernment  without  a  thorough  system  for  the  elementary  instruction 
<>f  all  classes.     This  is  well  understood  in  this  State,  and  there  is  no  one 
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of  our  public  institutions  more  cherished  by  the  people  than  our  system 
of  common  schools,  separated  as  it  is  alike  from  sectarian  and  partisan 
influence. 

The  Superintendent  has  devoted  himself  to  the  development  of  the 
system  with  commendable  activity  and  zeal,  during  the  past  two  years, 
and  the  progress  made  will  be  apparent  from  his  report. 

The  whole  number  of  children  in  the  State  between  the  ages  of  five 
and  fifteen  years  is  one  hundred  and  twelve  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
fortv-three  (112,748),  of  which  number  one  hundred  and  ten  thousand 
six  hundred  and  forty-two  (110,642)  are  white,  eisht  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight  (838)  negro,  and  one  thousand  two  hundredand  sixty-three  (1,263) 
Indians  under  the  guardianship  of  white  persons. 

The  number  under  five  years  of  age  is  fifty-seven  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  eighty-three  (57,983),  making  the  total  number  under  fifteen 
years  of  age,  one  hunared  and  seventy  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
twenty-six  (170,726),  against  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  thousand  three 
hundred  and  six  (149,306),  two  years  ago. 

The  number  in  attendance  at  the  public  schools  during  the  present 
year  was  sixty-seven  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-four  (67^834)  ; 
at  private  schools,  sixteen  thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy-three 
(16,273),  and  twenty-five  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty-four  (25,464) 
have  not  attended  any  school.  In  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven, 
the  number  reported  as  in  attendance  upon  the  public  schools  was  fifty- 
four  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-six  (54,726);  upon  private 
schools,  fourteen  thousand  and  twenty-six  (14,026),  ana  upon  no  school, 
twenty-four  thousand  four  hundred  and  eleven  (24,411).  The  number 
of  schools  during  the  present  year  was  one  thousand  three  hundred  and 
fifty-four  (1,354),  in  which  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty-seven 
^1,687)  teachers  were  employed,  of  whom  seven  hundred  and  twenty-six 
(726)  were  male  and  nine  hundred  and  sixty-one  (961)  female. 

The  number  of  schools  reported  in  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven 
was  one  thousand  and  eighty-three  n,083)  and  of  teachers,  one  thousand 
three  hundred  and  eighty-nine  (1,389),  showing  an  increase  since  that 
year  of  two  hundred  and  seventy-one  (271)  schools  and  two  hundred  and 
ninety-eight  (298)  teachers.  The  number  of  new  school-houses  built  this 
year  and  last  is  two  hundred  and  fifty-nine  (259),  which,  added  to  six 
hundred  and  sixteen  (616),  the  number  reported  in  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-seven,  makes  the  total  number  of  school-houses  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-five  r875),  and  the  amount  expended  the  present  year  is  one 
million  two  hundred  and  ninety  thousand  four  hundred  and  forty-four 
dollars  and  seventy -seven  cents  (81,290,444  77),  against  one  million  one 
hundred  and  sixty-three  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty-eight  dollars 
and  eighty-one  cents  ($1,163,348  81)  in  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty -seven. 
These  figures  show  constant  progress,  and  give  promise  of  more  perfect 
development.  The  teachers  of  the  State  are  believed  to  be,  as  a  body, 
not  inferior,  in  qualifications  and  devotion  to  their  important  work,  to 
those  of  any  of  the  older  States. 

As  has  already  been  stated,  there  are  bonds  to  the  amount  of  nine 
hundred  and  sixty  thousand  five  hundred  dollars(8960,500)in  the  School 
Fund.  The  present  rate  of  redemption  will  in  a  short  time  cancel  a 
considerable  portion  of  these  bonds  and  leave  in  the  School  Fund  a  large 
amount  of  money  not  invested,  and  consequently  drawing  no  interest, 
unless  authority  is  conferred  upon  the  Board  of  Examiners  or  some  offi- 
cer to  invest  these  funds  in  Federal  or  other  specified  public  securities. 
Some  legislation  should  be  had  upon  this  subject  at  this  session. 
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MILITIA. 

The  report  of  the  Adjatant-General  gives  a  statement  of  the  present 
strength  of  the  State  military,  and  contains  some  suggestions  for  increas- 
ing its  eflBciency.  The  observations  in  the  report  as  to  the  necessity  ot 
an  efficient  State  militia  are  jast. 

As  a  security  against  disorder  and  a  guaranty  for  the  enforcement  of 
the  laws,  its  importance  cannot  well  be  over-estimated.  The  tax  of  one 
and  a  quarter  cents  will  not  furnish  sufficient  funds  for  the  current 
expenses  of  the  companies.  The  uniforms  are  worn  out  and  need  to  be 
replaced,  and  the  arms  in  use  should  be  exchanged  for  those  of  modern 
pattern,  ^ho  allowance  for  artillery  companies  is  much  too  low.  It  is 
DOt  reasonable  to  expect  that  patriotic  citizens,  who  expend  their  time 
in  this  service,  will  also  incur  a  heavy  personal  expense. 

I  concur  in  the  opinion  that  a  State  Armory  is  indispensable  for  the 
proper  care  and  preservation  of  arms  and  equipments.  Much  expense 
and  loss  have  been  incurred  for  the  want  of  one  heretofore. 

Most  of  the  companies  at  present  in  service  are  in  a  creditable  state  of 
discipline  and  efficiency,  and  a  liberal  policy  in  respect  to  allowances 
and  exemptions  ought  to  be  adopted  toward  those  who  give  so  much  of 
their  time  and  efforts  for  the  public  benefit. 

STATE  PRISON. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  a  tax  of  three  (3)  cents  upon 
each  one  hundred  dollars  of  taxable  property  was  levied,  to  provide 
funds  for  the  erection  of  a  suitable  shop  building,  for  the  profitable 
employment  of  the  labor  of  the  convicts  in  the  State  Prison.  The 
amount  realized  from  this  source  was  about  fifty-eight  thousand  dollars 
($58,000),  and,  with  this  and  other  resources,  the  Directors  have  been 
able  to  erect  and  complete  an  excellent,  substantial  and  commodious 
shop  building,  sixty  feet  wide  by  two  hundred  and  fifty -four  feet,  long, 
and  four  stories  and  a  half  in  height,  in  every  respect  well  adapted  for 
the  purpose,  besides  making  some  necessary  repairs  upon  the  other 
buildings.  Those  who  have  examined  the  building  pronounce  it  supe- 
rior to  any  one  used  for  a  similar  purpose  in  the  Eastern  prisons. 

The  discipline  of  the  prison  and  the  condition  of  the  convicts  have 
been  undergoing  steady  improvement  during  the  past  two  years. 
Within  that  period  gambling  by  the  convicts  has  been  effectually  pre- 
vented and  a  school  established  for  the  instruction  of  such  as  are  dis- 
posed to  make  some  effort  to  learn  to  read  and  write.  The  desire  to 
learn  manifested  by  a  large  number,  and  the  progress  made,  have  been 
gratifying.  In  this  and  other  matters  the  Board  and  the  prisoners  are 
much  indebted  to  the  judicious  and  self-denying  labors  of  Eev.  Dr.  W.  T. 
Lucky  and  others,  who  have  cooperated  with  the  officers  of  the  prison. 
The  present  Board  have  also  introduced  the  system  of  advertising  for 
bids  for  prison  supplies,  instead  of  purchasing  them  at  private  sale,  and 
have  found  it  to  work  satisfactorily. 

A  detailed  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  past  two 
years  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Prison  Directors,  which  may  be 
delayed  so  as  to  include  the  month  of  November. 

It  has  been  the  earnest  endeavor  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  make 
the  prison  more  reformatory  in  its  character,  and  at  the  same  time 
reduce  the  excess  of  expenditures   over  receipts  so  as  to  lessen  the 
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amount  annually  required  for  its  support.  Owin^,  however,  to  the  con- 
fusion incident  to  the  erection  of  a  large  building  in  the  prison  yard  and 
the  loss  for  nearly  twelve  months  of  shop  room,  together  with  the 
increase  of  prisoners,  not  much  has  been  accomplished  in  the  latter 
direction,  beyond  paving  the  way  for  better  results  in  future. 

The  annual  deficiency  of  earnings  to  meet  expenditures  for  the  past 
four  years  has  been  between  seventy  and  eighty  thousand  dollars.  This 
deficit  will  be  materially  reduced  during  the  next  two  years  by  increased 
receipts  from  prison  labor,  and  the  Directors  hope  to  be  able  within  that 
time  to  brin^  it  down  to  a  sum  not  much  beyond  fifty  thousand  dollars. 
The  prison,  nowever,  can  never  be  what  it  should  be,  either  in  economy 
of  management  or  in  discipline  and  reformatory  influence,  until  the 
present  system  is  exchanged  for  one  demonstrated  by  experience  to 
answer  the  desired  ends.  The  present  system  places  the  prison  in  the 
charge  of  officers  subject  to  change  every  four  years,  with  the  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor as  Warden.  The  second  executive  officer  in  the  State,  who 
is  ex  officio  President  of  the  Senate,  has  devolved  upon  him  duties  as 
widely  distinct  as  can  well  be  imagined.  It  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  that  the  system  should  be  radically  changed ; 
that  the  Lieutenant-Governor  should  be  relieved  of  the  immediate  charge 
of  the  prison,  and  the  system  known  as  the  "  Irish  prison  system,'' which 
is  regarded  as  superior  to  any  other,  introduced,  with  some  necessary 
modifications,  under  the  supervision  of  a  Board  of  Commissioners,  com- 
posed of  gentlemen  who,  from  motives  of  philanthropy,  would  serve 
without  other  pay  than  their  travelling  expenses,  and  who  should 
appoint  a  Warden  to  serve  during  good  behavior.  The  Warden  of  a 
prison  should,  if  possible,  be  a  man  with  peculiar  natural  aptitude  for  the 
position,  who  holds  by  so  fixed  a  tenure  as  to  made  the  management  of 
convicts  and  of  the  prison  his  permanent  occupation. 

The  Irish  system  unites  kindness  with  sufficient  severity,  substitutes 
confinement  for  corporal  punishment,  and  establishes  a  system  of  marks 
and  rewards  for  meritorious  conduct,  which  results  in  many  cases  in 
permanent  reform. 

This  system,  as  necessarily  modified,  requires  two  prisons — a  primary 
one,  with  cells  for  solitary  confinement,  where  prisoners  are  first  confined 
for  a  period  of  eight  months  (more  or  less,  according  to  conduct),  and  a 
secondary  one,  with  shop  buildings  arranged  as  at  San  Quentin. 

It  is  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Directors  that  both  of  these  prisons 
can  be  in  all  respects  most  advantageously  located  and  managed  at  San 
Quentin,  and  that  suitable  cell  buildings  be  constructed  there.  After 
much  deliberation  and  investigation,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that 
it  is  inexpedient  to  establish  a  branch  prison  elsewhere  at  present,  and 
that  the  proper  officer  should  be  authorized  to  reconvey  to  the  donors 
the  tract  of  land  at  Folsom  heretofore  donated  to  the  State  for  this  pur- 
pose. I  recommend,  therefore,  that  provision  be  made  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Board  of  Commissioners  of  five  or  more  persons,  who  shall  be 
charged  with  the  supervision  of  the  prison,  the  appointment  of  the 
Warden  (the  latter  to  serve  during  good  behavior),  one  Commissioner 
to  retire  every  other  year,  and  the  subordinate  officers  of  the  prison  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Warden.  The  cell  buildings  heretofore  constructed 
at  San  Quentin  must  be  replaced  by  secure  stone  buildings,  those  built 
in  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six  being  unsuitable  for  the  confinement 
of  any  except  Chinese  convicts,  and  not  very  secure  even  for  those.  It 
is  a  duty  of  humanity,  as  well  as  the  dictate  of  interest,  to  do  all  in  our 
power  for  the  establishment  of  a  humane  and  economical  prison  system, 
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and  this  can  best  be  accomplished  by  establishing  the  one  above  indi- 
cated, and  erecting  such  cell  buildings  as  are  required  to  make  that  sys- 
tem efficient. 

The  controversy  respecting  the  title  to  the  prison  grounds  at  San 
Qaentin  has  been  settled,  as  stated  in  the  report  of  the  Attorhey-Gen- 
eral.  In  the  necessity  and  propriety  of  the  settlement  made,  the  Board 
of  Directors  unanimously  concurred. 

INSANB   ASYLUM. 

The  reports  of  the  Resident  Physician  and  Directors  of  the  Insane 
Asylum  present  a  statement  of  the  operations  of  that  institution  during 
the  past  year.     It  is  melancholy  to  ooserve  the  great  increase  of  patients 
in  the  Asylum,  numbering  now  nine  hundred  and  twenty  (920)  against 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-three,  two  years  ago.     This  increase  was  larger 
than  was   anticipated  at  the  last  session,  when  the  appropriation  was 
made  for  its  support,  and  has  aided  to  swell  the  deficiency  in  the  amount 
then  allowed.     Another  cause,  however,  for  this  deficiency,  is  found  in 
the  fact  that  the  estimates  were  predicated  upon  the  removal  of  two 
hundred  (200")  incurable  insane  patients,  as  provided  in  a  bill  which  passed 
both  houses,  out  which  upon  examination  presented  such  cogent  obiec- 
tions,  on  the  score  both  of  economy  and  humanity,  that  I  felt  compelled 
to  withhold  my  approval.     The  result  was  to  leave  in  the  Stockton  Asy- 
lum two  hundred  (200)  patients  more  than  were  estimated  for.     The 
Board  of  Directors  have  managed  its  aflfairs  with  prudence  and  fidelity, 
and  the  deficiency  in  the  amount  received,  to  meet  expenditures,  was 
onavoidable.    The  amount  of  the  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the 
Asylum,  made  at  the  last  session,  was  also  practically  reduced  twelve 
thousand  dollars  ($12,000),  by  making  the  salaries  of  the  Eesident  and 
Assistant  Physician  payable  out  of  the  amount  appropriated  for  support 
of  the  Asylum,  instead  of  making  them  payable  out  of  the  General  rund. 
In  order  to  provide  means  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  employ- 
ees, and  to  enable  the  Directors  to  purchase  supplies  at  cash  prices, 
application  was  made  by  them,  with  m^  concurrence,  to  the  officers  of 
the  Bank  of  California,  for  a  loan  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  ($30,000), 
which  amount  was  advanced  by  the  bank  and  is  repayable  with  interest. 
I  desire  to  express  my  sense  of  the  courtesy  and  public  spirit  which  led 
the  officers  of  the  bank  to  accede  to  the  request  for  this  loan,  and  ask 
the  Legislature  to  place  the  Directors  in  funds  by  a  deficiency  bill,  so 
that  it  may  be  repaid  at  the  earliest  moment.    The  reports  referred  to 
are  commended  to  the  careful  perusal  of  the  Legislature.     The  support 
of  the  insane  of  the  State  constitutes  a  heavy  tax  upon  its  revenues,  but 
is  a  duty  the  proper  discharge  of  which  is  dictated  by  every  generous 
and  humane  impulse. 

1  desire  to  bear  testimony  to  the  admirable  manner  in  which  the 
responsible  duties  of  Eesident  Physician  and  Assistant  Physician  have 
been  discharged  by  the  gentlemen  who  have  for  some  years  past  acted 
in  that  capacity.  The  institution  has  been  so  conducted,  notwithstand- 
ing the  embarrassments  incident  to  its  crowded  condition  and  inadequate 
accommodations,  as  to  reflect  credit  upon  the  physicians  in  charge,  and 
has  won  merited  encomiums  from  those  who  have  visited  it.  The  man- 
ner in  which  the  unexpected  increase  of  patients  has  been,  and  is,  provi- 
ded for,  will  appear  from  the  report  of  the  Eesident  Physician,  in  whose 
iQ^gestions  I  concur, 
l^der  the  system  now  in  force,  the  Directors  of  the  Asylum  are  chosen 
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half  at  each  biennial  session,  by  a  joint  convention  of  tbe  two  housefl 
These  occasions  are  always  likely  to  be  employed  by  persons  desirouj 
of  obtaining  the  positions  of  Eesident  and  Assistant  Physician  at  thj 
Asylum,  to  urge  the  claims  of  Directors  friendly  to  their  aspiration^ 
and  hence  there  have  been  numerous  severely  contested  struggles  fol 
these  positions,  and  frequent  changes  in  the  Superintendency  of  th< 
Asylum,  which,  if  repeated  in  future,  cannot  but  work  injury  to  thj 
patients  and  reflect  discredit  upon  the  State.  To  make  nine  hundred 
(900)  unfortunate  beings  of  both  sexes,  who  are  deprived  of  their  reasop 
subjects  for  political  struggles  or  personal  advancement,  is  so  repugnani 
^to  every  sentiment  of  humanity,  that  any  system  which  invites  aucl 
results  or  renders  them  possible  is  discreditable  to  our  civilization.  It  i( 
a  manifest  duty  to  abolish  such  a  system  and  to  substitute  one  whict 
will  give  that  permanency  to  the  Superintendency  of  the  Asylum  whict 
is  essential.  Changes  in  this  office  are  prejudicial,  even  when  there  is  i 
perfect  equality  in  fitness,  ability  and  experience.  The  insane  become 
familiar  with  the  features  and  voice  of  the  physician,  and  are  not  favor 
ably  affected  by  the  substitution  of  a  stranger,  and  where  the  numbel 
of  inmates  is  so  large,  it  requires  a  long  time  for  the  Superintendent  tc 
become  familiar  with  the  peculiarities  of  different  patients.  I  therefor^ 
urgently  recommend  the  repeal  of  the  present  mode  of  selecting  Direct 
tors,  and  the  passage  of  a  law  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  Boarcj 
of  eight  or  ten  Directors,  one  to  retire  each  year,  who  shall  be  charged 
with  the  duties  exorcised  by  the  Board  as  at  present  constituted,  with 
such  modifications  as  may  be  expedient.  The  Directors,  under  the  pro 
posed  law,  might  select  such  Eesident  and  Assistant  Physicians  as  ar€ 
required,  and  have  power  to  make  removals  for  cause  only,  leaving  to 
the  Eesident  Physician  the  power  of  employing  and  discharging  scebordi^ 
nates.  In  making  this  recommendation,  it  is  discharging  a  simple  duty 
to  the  helpless  and  afflicted  wrecks  of  humanity  who  are  suffering  undeij 
this  terrible  visitation.     No  humane  man  can  fail  to  have  his  sympathies 

Gainfully  wrought  upon  by  the  spectacle  of  nine  hundred  of  his  fello\^ 
eings  of  both  sexes  enduring  this  living  death,  nor  can  he  be  indifferent 
to  any  measures  designed  to  alleviate  their  affliction  and  restore  them  to 
their  friends  and  to  society.  I  have  thought  that  it  might  also  be  o| 
service  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  competent  physician  to  visit 
the  Eastern  Insane  Asylums  and  collect  all  accessible  information  as  to 
their  management  in  older  communities.  To  gather  and  present  in  this 
way  the  experience  of  similar  institutions  elsewhere,  would  involve  no 
large  expenditure,  and  would  doubtless  aid  in  perfecting  our  own  system. 

DEAF  AND  DUMB  AND  BLIND  ASYLUM. 

The  Commissioners  appointed  to  superintend  the  construction  of  tbo 
building  for  a  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  Blind  Asylum,  have  finished  the  work 
assigned  to  them. 

The  cost  of  the  land  and  building,  thus  far,  is  about  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  of  which  tne  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifteen 
thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  at  the  last  and  preceding  sessions. 

The  edifice  is  admirably  located,  and  is  well  arranged  in  every  respect 
for  the  comfort  and  health  of  its  inmates.  Although  the  cost  is  greater 
than  was  anticipated,  no  one  who  inspects  the  building  will  regret  the 
expenditure  which  has  produced  so  imposing  and  beautiful  a  structure, 
dedicated  by  the  State  to  this  favorite  charity. 

The  original  design  called  for  chimneys  of  carved  stone  above  the 
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roof,  but  the  earthquake  of  October,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight, 
which  was  severely  felt  at  that  point,  threw  over  the  chimneys  and  also 
one  of  the  gables.  It  was  considered  judicioas  to  replace  the  chimney 
tops  with  others  of  galvanized  iron,  and  in  the  gables,  wood  was  substi- 
tnted  for  stone,  to  avoid  any  danger  in  future.  These  changes  and  some 
repairs  involved  an  unavoidable  expenditure  of  about  nine  thousand 
dollars. 

The  site  is  well  chosen,  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  University 
grounds,  and  possesses  similar  advantages.  The  tract  embraces  one 
hundred  and  thirty  acres,  well  supplied  with  water  from  a  spring  in  the 
rear  of  the  building,  which  furnishes  about  ten  thousand  gallons  a  day, 
from  a  height  sufficient  to  supply  the  upper  stories.  The  present  number 
of  pupils  is  seventy-three,  and  will  be  increased  soon  to  at  least  one 
hundred. 

To  liquidate  the  present  debt,  caused  by  the  necessity  of  repairs  above 
referred  to,  and  provide  for  heating  apparatus,  gas  works,  laying  out  the 
grounds  and  procuring  sufficient  furniture,  etc.,  will  require  the  sum  of 
iweniy-nine  thousand  dollars,  in  addition  to  the  regular  biennial  appro- 
priation. The  items  of  this  sum  will  appear  from  the  report  of  the 
Principal  and  the  Directors,  which  will  be  laid  before  you. 

The  management  of  the  institution  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  Prin- 
eipal  and  those  associated  with  him  in  this  benevolent  work. 

I  recommend  the  report  cf  the  Commissioners  and  Principal  to  your 
early  and  favorable  consideration. 

8TAT£  UNIYERSITT. 

In  conformity  with  the  Act  of  last  session,  providing  for  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  State  University,  a  Board  of  Eegents  was  appointed  soon  after 
the  session,  who  have  proceeded  to  select  a  corps  of  professors  and  in- 
structors, and  to  adopt  measures  for  the  erection  of  suitable  buildings  for 
the  i^ccomroodation  of  the  Faculty  and  students.     The  selections  of  in- 
structors thus  far  made  are  judicious,  and  the  Regents  have  manifested 
commendable  interest  and  zeal  in  the  success  of  their  difficult  and  impor- 
tant trast.   The  site  of  the  University  is  regarded  as  a  very  desirable  one. 
It  embraces  two  hundred  acres  of  land,  about  three  miles  northeasterly 
from  Oakland,  commanding  a  view  of  the  bay  and  islands,  and  of  the 
City  of  San  Francisco  and  its  vicinity.     The  grounds  have  been  taste- 
fully laid  out  and  planted  with  trees  and  shrubbery,  and  are  already 
attractive  and  beautiful.    The  number  of  students  at  present  is  about 
fifty  (50),  and  the  number  of  instructors  is  ten  (10).     The  purchase  of 
apparatus,  the  improvement  of  the  grounds  and  the  erection  of  buildings, 
with  current  expenses,  will  exhaust  the  sum  realized  from  sales  of  tide 
lands,  together  with  the  funds  in  the  State  treasury  transferred  to  the 
Board  of  Regents,  leaving  as  the  nucleus  of  an  endowment  the  Agricul- 
tural College  land  grant  and  its  proceeds.    To  realize  the  full  benefit  of 
this  grant,  it  is  desirable  to  have  Congress  modify  it  so  as  to  permit  its 
location,  acre  for  acre,  upon,  the  even  railroad  sections  and  upon  unsur- 
reyed  lands,  and  in  subdivisions  as  small  as  forty  acres.    It  is  no  more 
than  just  to  make  these  modifications,  because  by  means  of  College  scrip 
issued  to  other  States  large  bodies  of  the  most  desirable  public  lands  here 
*     have  been   entered  and  are  held  by  private  individuals,  thereby  very 
I     much  impairing  the  value  of  the  grant  to  this  State,  unless  it  is  modified 
ag  sQg^ested.     With  these  modifications  (and  such  disposition  of  a  por- 
tioo  of  the  proceeds  of  the  tide  lands  as  is  recommended  elsewhere)  the 
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TTniversity  would  be  placed  upon  a  firm  basis,  and  would  soon  be  an 
honor  to  the  State.  In  this  connection  it  is  proper  to  acknowledge  the 
disinterested  liberality  of  the  Trustees  of  the  College  of  California,  Tvho, 
from  an  enlightened  zeal  for  the  cause  of  education,  first  donated  to 
the  State  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  the  two  hundred  referred  to, 
and  then  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  State  all  the  assets  of  the  corpora- 
tion which  remain  after  payment  of  its  liabilities.  The  liberality  and 
public  spirit  of  these  gentlemen  have  very  much  facilitated  the  attain- 
ment of  the  objects  had  in  view  in  organizing  a  University. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Eegonts  will  bo  laid  before  you,  giving  a 
brief  history  of  their  operations  thus  far,  with  the  names  of  the  profes- 
fiors  and  instructors,  the  items  of  expenditure,  rates  of  tuition,  etc. 

GEOLOGICAL  SURVEY. 

By  an  Act  passed  in  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  provision 
was  made  for  the  commencement  of  a  thorough  geological  survey  of  the 
State,  and  a  gentleman,  whose  qualifications  for  this  duty  were  generally 
recognized,  was  selected  to  superintend  and  direct  the  work.  The  great 
value  and  utility  of  such  a  survey,  if  thoroughly  performed,  are  univers- 
ally admitted.  In  no  State  would  its  practical  advantages  be  greater 
than  in  California. 

Biennial  appropriations  were  made  for  its  prosecution,  and  its  progresa 
is  shown  in  the  report  of  the  State  Geologist,  to  which  your  attention  is 
invited.  At  the  last  session,  owing  in  part  to  some  controversy  as  to  the 
amount  to  be  expended,  the  Legislature  failed  to  provide  means  for  the 
prosecution  of  the  survey,  but  left  in  force  the  law  under  which  the  State 
Geologist  was  appointed  and  the  survey  commenced. 

To  leave  a  work  of  such  importance  to  all  the  material  interests  of  the 
State  unfinished,  would  be  to. sacrifice  most  of  the  practical  results  of 
the  expenditure  thus  far  made,  and  defeat  most  of  the  benefits  anticipated 
from  its  completion.  It  is  thought  by  those  best  qualified  to  judge  that 
the  geographical  maps  alone,  when  published,  will  be  worth  the  entire 
cost  of  the  survey.  It  is  poor  economy  to  have  such  a  work  imperfectly 
performed;  and  while  there  are  some  portions  of  it,  the  practical  utility 
of  which  is  not  so  apparent  as  others,  there  are  no  parts  destitute  of 
practical  as  well  as  scientific  value. 

Among  the  educated  men  of  this  country  there  seems  to  be  a  unani- 
mous verdict  in  favor,  both  of  the  manner  in  which  the  work  has  been 
prosecuted  and  of  the  qualifications  of  the  State  Geologist,  for  its 
thorough  completion. 

There  has  been  some  criticism  upon  the  time  and  labor  expended  upon 
that  portion  of  the  work  relating  to  paleontology,  or  the  science  which 
treats  of  fossil  remains  of  plants  and  animals.  The  opinion  seems  to  be 
entertained  by  some  that  this  science  has  nro  practical  bearing,  and  that 
the  expenditure  of  money  in  its  investigation  tends  only  to  satisfy  the 
curiosity  of  antiquarians  and  scientists. 

The  study  of  this  science,  however,  although  at  first  sight  it  may  seem 
abstruse  and  unpractical,  is  essential  to  a  thorough  understanding  of  geol- 
ogy, mineralogy,  zoology  and  botany,  by  the  exposition  of  which,  in 
California,  we  seek  for  a  more  complete  development  of  all  the  resources 
of  the  State. 

I  submit  to  the  wisdom  of  the  Legislature,  that  both  the  credit  and 
the  interests  of  the  State  are  involved  in  the  completion  of  the  survey, 
and  that  it  would  not  be  wise,  at  its  present  stage  of  progress,  either  to 
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abandon  it  or  to  make  a  change  in  its  management.  One  objection  to 
saeb  change,  among  others,  is  that  no  one  can  well  assume  an  unfinished 
work  of  ibis  character  without  retracing  the  steps  already  taken,  and 
doing  over  again  work  already  done,  at  a  great  expenditure  of  time  and 
money. 

At  the  close  of  .the  last  session,  an  indebtedness  of  eleven  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  ($11,500)  had  been  incurred  in  prosecuting  the  sur- 
vey, which  has  since  been  increased  by  publications  in  progress.  It  is 
just  and  proper  to  make  provision  for  the  payment  of  the  amount  due 
the  State  Geologist  for  moneys  advanced,  and  I  recommend  that  a  fur- 
ther appropriation  be  made  for  the  continuance  of  the  survey. 

TIDE  LANDS. 

The  liOgislature  at  its  last  session  wisely  provided  for  the  survey  and 
sale  of  the  State's  interest  in  the  tide  and  marsh  lands  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  under  the  supervision  of  a  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners. 

The  execution  of  this  duty  by  the  gentlemen  selected  to  carry  out  the 
law  has  involved  much  labor  and  responsibility,  and  the  results  have 
been  quite  satisfactory.  The  first  two  sales  realized  the  sum  of  eight 
hundred  and  thirteen  thousand  one  hundred  and  eight  dollars  and  sev- 
enty-four cents  ($813,108  74)  gross  proceeds,  of  which  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars  ($200,000)  was  appropriated  for  the  University, 
to  be  paid  over  to  the  Board  of  Eegents. 

The  benefits  of  the  measure  have  been  very  great,  in  removing  from 
legislation  a  subject  of  contention  and  corruption,  and  in  securing  to  the 
State,  from  this  source,  funds  urgently  needed  for  the  University  and 
other  purposes. 

The  operations  of  this  commission  in  detail  will  appear  from  the  full 
and  able  report  herewith  presented,  and  it  affords  me  pleasure  to  testify 
to  the  fidelity  and  ability  with  which  the  duties  of  these  officers  have 
been  discharged. 

I  know  of  no  better  disposition  which  could  be  made  of  a  portion  of 
the  proceeds  of  these  lands,  than  to  provide  a  permanent  endowment 
fund  for  the  University,  as  it  is  uncertain  how  much  will  be  realized  from 
the  Agricultural  College  grant. 

I  therefore  suggest  that  one-fourth  of  all  sums  realized  from  the 
deferred  payments  due  upon  sales  of  these  lands  be  appropriated  to  the 
Board  of  Eegents,  to  be  held  and  invested  as  a  permanent  fund,  the 
income  alone  of  which  shall  be  devoted  to  the  payment  of  salaries  and 
the  current  expenses  of  the  University.  By  this  means  tuition  in  the 
institution  could  be  rendered  practically  free,  and  the  State  relieved  from 
any  annual  expenditure  for  its  support. 

The  portions  of  these  lands  not  included  in  the  first  two  sales  will 
produce  probably  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($760,000). 
The  powers  of  the  Commissioners  to  compromise  with  adverse  claimants 
xdight  be  beneficially  enlarged. 

STATE  HARBOR  COMMISSION. 

The  construction  of  a  sea-wall  along  the  water  front  of  San  Francisco, 
by  the  State  Harbor  Commission,  has  progressed  in  accordance  with  the 
plan  heretofore  adopted,  as  will  appear  by  reference  to  the  report  of  the 
Commissioners 
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The  receipts  and  disbarsements  of  the  Commission  during  the  two 
years  ending  November  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  have 
been  as  follows :  *

The  report  contains  much  valuable  information,  and  some  suggestions 
worthy  of  consideration.  It  would  doubtless  be  judicious  to  authorize 
the  Commissioners  to  purchase  a  dredging  machine,  as  requested  by 
them.  The  recommendation  to  abolish  the  office  of  Harbormaster  will 
also  probably  be  generally  concurred  in.  Some  interesting  statements 
are  made  respecting  experiments  in  preserving  timber  from  the  destruc- 
tive attacks  of  the  teredo  navalis.  These  experiments,  if  successful,  will 
be  of  great  benefit  to  our  shipping  and  commercial  interests.  Your 
attention  is  also  called  to  the  reasons  presented  by  the  Board  against 
the  reduction  of  rates  for  dockage  and  wharfage.  It  is  the  opinion  of 
the  Board  that  no  reduction  in  these  charges  is  practicable  until  the  sea- 
wall is  completed.  Their  reasoning  seems  to  have  force,  and  it  may  be 
that  the  rates  of  dockage  and  wharfage  ought  not  to  be  disturbed.  I 
have  shared  in  the  general  impression  that  the  port  charges  at  San 
Francisco  were  too  burdensome,  and  that  the  pilot  charges  and  port 
charges  generally  ought  to  be  very  much  reduced.  I  doubt  not  you  will 
investigate  the  subject  thoroughly,  and  arrive  at  a  correct  conclusion  in 
reference  to  it. 
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The  total  length  of  the  sea-wall  authorized  to  be  built  is  eight  thou- 
sand three  bnndred  and  thirty-seven  (8,337)  feet,  extending  from  Chestnut 
street  to  Harrfson  street.  With  the  fulfilment  of  the  present  contracts 
there  will  be  completed  three  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty-two  (3,252) 
feet  of  the  stone  embankment,  extending  from  the  south  line  of  Pacific 
street  to  a  point  fifty-two  and  one-half  (52i)  feet  northerly  from  Howard 
street.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  and  of  their  engineer  that  this 
stone  embankment  will  fulfil  all  the  desired  objects  of  the  construction 
of  a  sea-wall,  without  an  expensive  superstructure. 

The  valuation  of  land  granted  to  Dunphy  and  others  is  stated  in  the 
Commissioners'  report  at  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150)  per  acre. 
This  valuation  was  so  much  below  what  I  regarded  as  its  actual  value, 
that  1  thought  it  my  duty  to  resist  the  issuance  of  the  patent  and  seek 
to  set  the  appraisal  aside. 

The  Supreme  Court  held,  however,  that  the  valuation  by  the  Commis- 
sioneTB  was  conclusive,  and  ordered  the  patent  to  issue. 

STATE   REFORM   SCHOOL. 

At  the  last  session  an  Act  was  passed  abolishing  the  State  Eeform 
School  at  Marysville,  and  providing  for  the  transfer  of  the  boys  there  to 
the  Indostrial  School  at  San  Francisco.  The  law  was  promptly  com- 
plied with,  and  the  building  at  Marysville  has  since  remained  unoccupied 
but  has  been  taken  care  of  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  under  the  general 
authority  and  supervision  exercised  by  him  over  State  buildings. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  the  Legislature  to  provide  for  the  disposition 
of  the  property,  as  it  will  not  be  likely  to  be  made  use  of  by  the  State. 
It  might  be  as  well  to  donate  the  property  to  the  County  of  Tuba,  if  it 
can  be  usefully  employed  by  that  county  as  an  alms-house  or  for  some 
similar  purpose,  because  if  sold  it  would  realize  a  comparatively  small 
sum,  and  it  may  be  of  some  value  to  that  county  for  public  use. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  to  supervise  the  transfer 
of  the  boys  in  the  State  Eeform  School  to  the  Industrial  School  in  San 
Francisco  is  herewith  transmitted. 

STATE    CAPITOL. 

Since  the  last  session  the  work  upon  the  new  Capitol  has  been  pressed 
as  rapidly  as  possible,  with  the  hope  of  being  able  to  get  the  building 
ready  to  be  occupied  during  the  present  session.  This  result  was 
regarded  as  very  desirable,  in  order  to  secure  the  spacious  and  elegant 
legislative  chambers  for  your  use.  instead  of  the  rooms  heretofore  occu- 
pied, and  to  facilitate  the  transaction  of  the  public  business  by  collecting 
the  Legislature,  library  and  State  officers  in  one  building,  in  apartments 
commodious,  well  ventilated  and  in  every  way  well  suited  for  their 
various  purposes.  In  the  accomplishment  of  this,  many  and  serious 
obstacles  had  to  be  overcome  and  some  responsibility  assumed.  The 
embarrassment,  however,  of  arresting  the  work  and  the  loss  which 
would  thereby  result,  connected  with  the  general  anxiety  to  get  the 
building  ready  for  use  at  this  session,  the  saving  of  rent  and  the  incon- 
venience of  having  State  officers  and  committee  rooms  located  in  diifer- 
ent  parts  of  the  city,  together  with  the  advantage  in  point  of  health,  of 
a  session  in  chambers  so  commodious  and  well  ventilated,  determined 
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;he  Board  of  Capitol  Commissioners  to  press  forward  with  the  work; 
and  no  one  probably,  who  witnesses  the  interior  of  the  magnificent  edi- 
fice in  which  your  session  is  to  be  held,  will  regret  the  determination  of 
the  Board.  This  resolution,  however,  would  have  been  of  little  avail 
without  the  faithful  and  unremitting  labor  of  the  architect  and  those 
who  had  charge  of  the  different  departments  of  the  work.  T)ircum- 
stances  also  were  favorable,  in  the  safe  arrival  of  the  glass  and  other 
material  which  it  was  necessary  to  procure  abroad. 

The  amount  of  warrants  on  the  Capitol  Fund  outstanding  on  the  first 
day  of  November,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  was  two  hundred 
and  seventy  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine  dollars  and  ninety- 
three  cents  (8270,879  93),  which  this  year's  taxes  will  reduce  about  one 
hundred  and  seven tj'^  thousand  dollars  (<H70,000),  leaving  the  fund  in 
debt  about  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  This  amount  will  be  increased 
about  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000^  besides  the  sum  expended  in  fur- 
nishing the  building,  which  latter  will  doubtless  be  provided  by  a  special 
appropriation. 

The  tide  land  sales  will  probably  furnish  means,  as  suggested  by  the 
Controller,  for  the  liquidation  of  the  warrants  outstanding,  if  a  transfer 
to  the  Capitol  Fund  of  the  amount  required  is  authorized. 

The  reports  of  the  architect  and  Board  of  Capitol  Coirimissionersgive 
an  estimate  of  the  amount  needed  to  complete  the  building  in  accordance 
with  the  plans.  The  estimate  is  three  hundred  and  eighty-one  thousand 
two  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  (15381,280),  which  would  make  the 
account  stand  thus :

The  continuance  of  the  Capitol  tax  for  two  years  more  will  enable  the 
work  upon  the  building  to  be  prosecuted  and  completed,  by  the  aid  of 
such  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  tide  lands  as  will  be  needed  to  make 
up  any  deficiency  in  the  amount  raised  by  the  Capitol  tax. 

The  total  cost  of  the  edifice  will  probably  exceed  one  million  five  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  (81,500,000),  and  though  the  amount  expended 
may  seem  extravagant  for  a  State  with  the  population  and  revenue  o( 
California,  few  will  regret  the  expenditure  in  view  of  the  solidity  and 
beauty  of  the  structure  and  its  permanent  adaptation  to  the  public  use. 

REVISION    OF    STATUTES. 

The  Commissioners  appointed  at  the  last  session  to  codify  the  statutee 
have  not  finished  the  labor  assigned  to  them.  Such  progress  as  they  have 
made  will  appear  from  the  report  submitted  to  the  Legislature.  It  is 
exceedingly  desirable  to  secure  a  thorough  and  careful  revision  of  the 
general  statutes  of  the  State,  and  whatever  additional  legislation  is  neces- 
sary to  secure  this  object  ought  to  be  had  without  delay. 
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81 LK   AND   OTHER   BOUNTIES. 

By  an  Act  passed  April  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  pre- 
miams  were  offered  for  the  production  of  silk  cocoons,  and  for  plantations 
of  mulberry  trees.     The  phraseology  of  this  law  was  so  loose  and  un- 
guarded, that  it  left  the  State  treasury  liable  to  be  stripped  of  an  indefi- 
nite amount  of  money,  without  any  corresponding   benefit   whatever. 
An  amendatory  Act  was  passed  March  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-eight,  the  object  of  which  was  to  prevent  the  threatened  draft  on 
the  treasury,  and  fix  some  limit  on  the  amount  liable  to  be  taken  there- 
from for  the  benefit  of  the  persons  engaged  in  raising  mulberry  trees. 
Under  this  Act  and  the  Act  of  Apfil,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two, 
claifns  for  premiums  were  required  to  be  presented  before  a  Board  of  five 
judges,   consisting  ^of   the   Governor,  the  President  of  the  Mechanics' 
Institute  and  three  Presidents  of  agricultural  societies.      At  the   last 
session  of  that  Board,  among  other  claims  was  one  for  fifteen  thousand 
dollars  (S15,000)  in  favor  of  the  Mission  Woollen  Mills,  in  San  Francisco, 
which  was  allowed  by  a  majority  of  the  Board,  and  several  claims  for 
mulberry  plantations.     The  latter  were  augmented  in  one  case  to  the 
number  of  twenty-four  and  one-half  (24J)  premiums,  amounting  to  six 
thousand  one.  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  ($6,125);  and  in  another, 
to  the  number  of  fifteen  and  a  half  ri5}),  amounting  to  three  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  ($3,875),  by  drawing  imaginary 
lines  through  a  plantation  so  as  to  inclose  in  each  space  five  thousand 
(5,000)  trees,  and  claiming  a  separate  premium  for  each  of  these  subdi- 
visions of  the   plantation.      The   Board,  by  the   votes   of  a   majority, 
allowed  these  claims,  but,  at  my  request,  the  Attorney-General  applied 
to  the  Supreme  Court  for  a  writ  of  certiorari,  to  review  the  proceedings 
of  the  Board,  and,  upon  argument,  the  awards  were  set  aside.      The 
principle  of  paying  premiums  to  any  person  for  engaging  in  a  particular 
occupation  is  sustained  by  somewhat  the  same  reasoning  which  sanctions 
a  protective  tariff,  and  is  equally  vicious  and  indefensible ;  but  aside  from 
the  principle  involved  in  this  class  of  laws,  the  claims  in  question  were 
a  manifest  abuse.     The  enactments  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six  and  eighteen  hundred  and' sixty -eight 
are  loose  and  unguarded  in  their  provisions,  and  if  any  good  could  over 
arise  from  them  it  has  been  accomplished.     The  Act  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-eight  will  expire,  by  its  terms,  at  about  the  close  of  this  session, 
and  I  recommend  the  repeal  of  the  Act  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
two,  as  there  are  a  number  of  perplexing  questions  which  might  arise 
under  it,  to  the  great  detriment  of  the  public  revenues,  if  adjudged 
»  against  the  State.     In  monarchies,  where  the  people  are  kept  in  leading 
strings,  and  business  is  to  some  extent  dictated  and  controlled  by  Govern- 
ment, the  impropriety  of  oifering  premiums  for  eetablishing  any  particu- 
lar business  may  not  seem  so  apparent;  but  in  this  country,  whore  the 
people  are  generally  intelligent  and  well  informed,  and  absolutely  free 
to  invest  their  labor  and  capital  wherever  it  witl  be  most  remunerative, 
it  is  more  in  accordance  with  sound  reason  to  leave  the  whole  subject  of 
agriculture,  commerce  and  manufactures  to  be  prosecuted  in  any  form 
by  each  individual,  in  accordance  with  his  judgment  of  the  profits  to  be 
derived  from  bis  investment.     When  men's  fortunes  are  involved,  they 
will  investigate  more  closely  and  judge  more  correctly  than  legislators 
can  possibly  do,  and  the  policy  of  forcing  capital  out  of  one  channel  into 
another,  either  by  protective  duties  or  bounties,  is  rapidly  meeting  with 
general  disfavor.     Such  artificial  forcing  produces  no  healthy  growth, 
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and  is  not  within  the  legitimate  province  of  Government.  Besides,  it 
degenerates  almost  always  into  combinations  to  plunder  the  treasury  for 
private  benefit.  If  Government  will  confine  itself  to  its  legitimate  sphere 
in  the  protection  of  life  and  property,  the  business  men  of  the  country, 
whether  farmers,  merchants  or  manufacturers,  will  determine  for  them- 
selves in  what  channels  their  labor  and  capital  can  best  be  employed, 
and  to  what  subjects  they  can  best  be  applied. 

BAN    MATEO   TANNING   COMPANY  ACT. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  a  bill  was  passed  to  sell  certain 
tide  lands  in  the  County  of  San  Mateo  to  a  corporation  styled  "The  San 
Mateo  Tanning  and  Manufacturing  Company ,'*  at  a  price  to  be  fixefl  by 
appraisement  of  three  Commissioners.  At  the  time  of  the  passage  oi 
this  bill  the  members  of  the  Legislature  were  led  to  believe  that  the 
corporation  contemplated  the  prosecution  of  the  business  of  tanning 
leather,  and  desired  a  tract  of  tide  land  of  about  seventy-five  (75)  acres, 
to  facilitate  their  business.  The  boundaries  in  the  bill  were  somewhat 
indefinite,  and  it  was  approved  mainly  because  it  provided  that  the 
Commissioners  were  to  be  appointed  by  the  Executive,  and  furnished, 
therefore,  some  security  for  a  fair  appraisement.  After  the  close  of  the 
session,  it  appeared  that  the  lands  described  in  the  bill  embraced  about 
six  thousand  (6,000)  acres,  extending  from  the  southern  line  of  San 
Francisco  County  several  miles  southward.  The  tanning  company  had 
no  tanner}'',  nor  was  it  ever  likely  to  have  one,  and  it  became  evident 
that  the  land  was  sought  to  be  obtained  purely  for  private  speculation. 
The  Commissioners  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the  bill  were 
Messrs.  Lafayette  Maynard,  Thomas  H.  Selby  and  William  Corcoran, 
who  proceeded  to  appraise  the  land  described  in  the  Act,  and  fixed  the 
value  at  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  per  acre,  a  price  somewhat  less 
than  the  average  net  proceeds  of  adjacent  lands  sold  under  the  Tide  Land 
Act  of  last  session.  This  appraisal  has  been  duly  filed  as  the  Act  requires, 
and  notice  given  to  the  officfers  of  the  company,  who,  as  might  be  antici- 
pated, have  failed  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  appraisement.  I  trust  the  Deg- 
islature  will  lose  no  time  in  repealing  the  Act  in  question,  and  thus  pro- 
tect the  State  against  this  attempted  imposition. 

If  the  Tide  Land  Commissioners  appointed  under  the  Parish  bill  were 
authorized  to  survey  and  sell  the  tract  sought  to  be  appropriated  by  this 
corporation,  the  proceeds,  invested  in  State  and  Federal  securities, 
would  constitute  a  fund,  the  income  of  which  would  pay  all  the  present 
deficiency  in  the  expense  of  the  Prison,  and  probably  also  support  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb  and  Blind  and  Insane  Asylums,  and  provide  any  addi- 
tional amount,  if  any  were  needed,  for  the  support  of  the  University. 

IMMIGRATION. 

The  importance  of  facilitating  immigration  from  the  Eastern  States 
and  Europe  is  felt  by  all  who  are  interested  in  our  material  develop- 
ment. A  moderate  expenditure  of  money  to  establish  agencies  in  New 
York  and  Baltimore  and  in  Europe  would  probably  be  of  service  in 
directing  immigrants  to  this  coast,  and  securing  additional  means  for 
their  safe  and  speedy  transit  hither.  Agents  of  this  character  could  do 
much  towards  diif using  information  as  to  the  advantages  offered  by  Cal 
ifornia,  and  making  favorable  arrangements  with  railway  and  steamship 
corporations. 
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We  need  popalatioD — not  of  races  inferior  in  natural  traits,  pagan  in 
religion,  ignorant  of  free  institutions,  and  incapable  of  sharing  in  them 
witboat  putting  the  very  existence  of  those  institutions  in  peril — but  we 
need  immigrants  of  kindred  races,  who  will  constitute  a  congenial 
element  and  locate  themselves  and  their  families  permanently  upon  the 
soil;  who  can  be  admitted  to  an  equal  share  in  our  political  privileges, 
and  respond  to  all  the  obligations  imposed  upon  citizens  under  a  repub- 
lican Government.  One  great  need  of  California  is  a  farming  population 
from  Germany  and  other  European  States,  accustomed  to  the  cultivation 
of  the  grape  and  other  branches  of  agriculture,  to  which  our  climate  and 
soil  are  so  peculiarly  adapted  We  have  millions  of  acres  of  public  lands 
in  the  mountains  and  valleys,  on  the  coast  and  in  the  interior,  open  to 
purchase  and  settlement  at  moderate  prices,  and  a  climate,  as  a  whole, 
the  most  equable,  genial  and  healthful  on  the  globe.  For  certain 
branches  of  agriculture,  especially  the  production  of  raw  silk  and  the 
culture  of  the  grape,  no  climate  or  country  can  possess  more  favorable 
conditions;  but  we  need  an  agricultural  population  to  develop  our 
resources  in  this  direction,  and  we  also  need  an  immigration  of  Eastern 
and  European  mechanics  and  laborers.  It  is  a  general  desire  that  some 
measures  not  involving  extravagant  expenditure  might  be  devised  to 
facilitate  this  object. 

The  people  of  the  State  have  so  often  and  so  emphatically  expressed 
their  hostility  to  the  importation  of  Chinese  laborers  that  their  repre- 
sentatives will  doubtless  leave  no  legitimate  means  untried  to  execute 
the  popular  will  in  this  respect.  It  is  of  vital  importance,  also,  that  the 
infamous  business  of  importing  Chinese  females  by  the  hundred,  for  the 
vilest  purposes,  should  be  arrested  at  once  by  stringent  measures. 

I  do  not  propose  to  renew  the  discussion  of  the  subject  of  Chinese 
immigration  in  an  economic,  moral  or  political  aspect,  because  it  is  need- 
less to  discuss  a  question  in  reference  to  which  public  sentiment  here  is 
so  nearly  unanimous.  The  Legislature  have  power,  without  doubt,  to 
make  such  provisions  as  will  secure  the  people  of  the  State  against  the 
stream  of  filth  and  prostitution  that  has  been  pouring  in  from  Asia  for 
the  past  twelve  months,  and  at  the  same  time  secure  the  working  people 
of  the  State  against  the  importation  of  a  class  whose  servile  competition 
tends  directly  to  cheapen  and  degrade  labor. 

While,  however,  the  people  of  this  State  are  with  much  unanimity 
opposed  to  the  importation  of  Chinese,  both  male  and  female,  they  are 
not  disposed  to  countenance  any  ill  usage  of  Chinese,  or  of  any 
other  class  within  our  borders.  The  exclusion  of  Mongoliajn  testimony 
has  been  occasioned  by  the  notorious  fact  that  their  testimony  is  so 
utterly  unreliable  as  in  many  cases  hardly  to  aiford  a  basis  for  conjec- 
ture. '  Statements  in  direct  conflict  japon  simple  facts  are  constantly 
made  by  equal  numbers  upon  opposite  sides,  in  criminal  prosecutions 
against  Chinese  defendants  (where  their  testimony  is  admitted),  with 
10  perceptible  choice  on  their  part  between  truth  and  falsehood.  Not- 
withstanding, however,  the  embarrassment  which  juries  must  often  feel 
to  distinguish  truth  from  falsehood  in  the  testimony  of  this  class  of  per- 
sons, the  whole  policy  of  our  legislation  is  to  admit  all  testimony  which 
might  constitute  an  element  in  arriving  at  the  truth,  leaving  the  jury  to 
judge  of  the  weight  to  which  it  is  entitled.  In  pursuance  of  this,  crimi- 
Dais  have  been  allowed  to  testify  in  their  own  behalf,  and  experience 
has  satisfied  jurists  of  the  wisdom  of  this  innovation.  In  addition  to  this 
reason  for  admitting  Chinese  to  testify,  it  is  true  that  crimes  not  only 
against  them,  bat  against  white  persons,  sometimes  go  unpunished  for 
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luck  of  tefltimony,  which,  fortified  by  corroborating  circumstances,  would 
suffice  to  insure  conviction  and  punishment. 

My  deliberate  judgment  is  strongly  in  favor  of  the  removal  of  all 
barriers  to  the  testimony  of  any  class  or  race,  as  a  measure  not  simply 
of  justice,  but  of  sound  polic}'. 

CONSTITUTIONAL   PROVISIONS   AND   AMENDMENTS. 

The  provision  of  the  constitution  prohibiting  judicial  officers  from 
being  absent  from  the  State  more  than  thirty  days,  has  not  been  made 
effectual  by  appropriate  legislation  It  ought  either  to  be  enforced  by 
statute,  or,  what  would  be  better,  amended  by  enlarging  the  time  to 
ninety  days  Circumstances  often  arise  which  require  Judges  to  be 
absent  more  than  thirty  days,  and  such  absence  may  involve  no  possible 
injur}'  to  the  public;  but  the  constitutional  provision  is  inflexible,  and 
suffers  no  excuse  on  the  score  of  sickness,  accident  or  other  cause. 

At  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  sessions,  the  following  amendment 
to  the  State  constitution  was  proposed  and  adopted  as  an  additional 
nection  to  article  one  : 

*'  Section  22.  The  Legislature  shall  have  no  power  to  make  an  appro- 
priation of  money  for  any  purpose  whatever  for  a  longer  period  than 
two  years." 

The  only  step  remaining  to  give  efficiency  to  this  amendment  is  its 
approval  by  popular  vote.  The  constitution,  in  section  one  of  article 
ten,  provides  that  after  an  amendment  has  been  agreed  to  at  two  suc- 
cessive sessions  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  houEie, 
it  shall  be  submitted  to  the  people  ^'  in  such  manner  and  at  such  time  as 
the  Legislature  shall  proscribe."  By  an  oversight,  no  provision*  was 
made  for  such  submission  at  the  last  session,  and  it  will  devolve  upon 
you  to  remedy  this  omission. 

The  proposed  amendment  to  the  Federal  constitution  known  as  the 
Fifteenth  Amendment,  adopted  by  Congress  at  its  last  session,  will  be 
transmitted  to  the  Legislature  at  an  early  daj',  with  such  views  and  sug- 
gestions upon  the  subject  as  seem  to  me  appropriate. 

NATIONAL   AFFAIRS. 

The  late  election  in  this  State  resulted  in  the  defeat  of  the  political 
organization  to  which  we  owe  the  burdens  of  the  protective  system, 
inconvertible  paper  currency,  styled  by  Mr.  Webster  "  the  greatest  of 
political  evils,"  military  trials  and  the  various  attempts  to  override  the 
Federal  constitution,  or  change  it  so  as  to  extinguish  its  original  spirit, 
subvert  the  rights  of  the  States  and  centralize  unlimited  power  in  the 
Federal  Legislature. 

The  Pacific  States,  it  is  confidently  believed,  will  be  found  a  unit  in 
favor  of  free  trade,  a  specie  currency,  the  exclusive  right  of  each  State  to 
regulate  its  domestic  concerns,  and  in  steadfast  opposition  to  all  proposi- 
tions to  destroy  the  landmarks  of  the  constitution  and  vest  absolute 
authority  in  the  Federal  Congress. 

The  constitutional  party  is  triumphant  here,  and  its  triumph  through- 
out the  Union  will  not  be  long  delayed.  It  cannot,  however,  be  pro- 
moted by  any  unworthy  political  expedient,  by  abandonment  of  prin- 
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ciple,  by  any  compromise  with  manifest  error,  or  by  giving  any  counte- 
nance to  fraud  o;*  profligacy  in  legislation. 

Absolute  and  unconditional  free  trade,  a  specie  currency,  the  payment 
of  the  public  debt  in  gold  and  silver,  which  alone  is  m<mey^  a  strict  coc- 
Btruction  of  constitutional  powers,  local  self-government,  which  is  but 
another  name  for  liberty,  opposition  to  all  centralizing  tendencies  and  to 
all  efforts  to  confer  political  power  upon  a  servile  and  pagan  population, 
a  just  regard  for  the  welfare  and  interests  of  the  industrial  classes,  and 
a  pure  administration  of  public  affairs — these  principles  and  this  policy 
will  alone  deserve  and  command  permanent  success. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  I  feel  bound  to  testify  to  the  fidelity,  zeal  and  ability 
manifested  by  the  State  officers  in  their  several  departments  during  the 
past  two  years.  The  business  of  their  offices  has  been  transacted  with 
a  system,  industry  and  efficiency  that  leave  no  room  for  criticism,  and 
have  made  my  relations  with  them  very  agreeable  and  satisfactory.  It 
seems  right  and  proper  to  bear  testimony  to  the  manner  in  which  the 
public  interests  have  been  guarded  by  them,  and  the  duties  entrusted  to 
them  have  been  discharged. 

I  have  thus  endeavored  to  comply  with  the  duty  imposed  upon  the 
Executive  by  the  constitution.  It  remains  for  yon,  as  the  representa- 
tives of  the  people,  to  give  such  weight  to  the  recommendations  made 
as  in  your  judgment  they  may  deserve.  Upon  you  rests  the  responsibil- 
ity of  such  measures  as  are  designed  to  reform  abuses,  to  husband  wisely 
the  public  resources,  to  economise  public  expenditures,  to  lessen  and 
equalize  the  burdens  of  taxation,  and  to  give  efficiency  to  all  branches 
of  the  public  service. 

That  you  will  watch  with  vigilance  all  attempts  to  sacrifice  the  public 
interests,  that  you  will  execute  with  fidelity  the  trust  placed  in  your 
hands,  and  merit  the  confidence  reposed  in  you  by  our  common  constitu- 
ents, I  have  an  abidin<j  confidence. 

With  a  grateful  recognition  of  the  goodness  of  Divine  Providence,  who 
has  so  abundantly  blessed  us  during  the  past  two  years,  and  with  a  just 
sense  of  our  accountability  to  Him  and  to  our  fellow  citizens,  let  us 
address  ourselves  to  our  respective  duties.

The  said  James  H.  Hardy,  at  various  times  within  one  year  last  past, 
and  especially  at  the  times  and  places  hereinafter  mentioned,  while 
holding  the  office  of  District  Judge,  as  aforesaid,  and  bound  by  his 
official  oath  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  has,  in  vio- 
lation of  bis  oath  of  office,  and  his  duty  and  obligations  as  a  Judse,  pub- 
licly used  seditious  and  treasonable  language  of,  and  concerning,  the 
Constitution  and  Government  of  the  united  States,  and  aided  and 
abetted,  and  given  comfort  to,  the  enemies  of  said  Constitution  and 
Government,  as  follows,  viz : 

First — On  or  about  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  June,  A.  D.  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one,  at  the  Town  of  Jackson,  County  of  Amador, 
in  the  State  aforesaid,  he,  the  said  James  H.  Hardy,  then  being  Judge 
of  the  Sixteenth  Judicial  District,  as  aforesaid,  and  divers  States  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  and  divers  of  the  people  thereof,  bein^ 
then  in  open  rebellion  against  the  Government,  Constitution  and  laws, 
and  then  actually  in  arms  for  that  purpose,  the  said  James  H.  Hardy, 
well  knowing  the  premises,  did  then  and  there — viz  :  at  the  said  Town 
of  Jackson,  County  of  Amador — in  violation  of  his  official  oath  and 
duty  as  such  District  Judge,  openly  give  aid  and  comfort  to  the  enemy, 
and  wilfully,  treasonably  and  corruptly  aid  and  abet  their  treasonable 
purposes  and  practices  by  openly  and  publicly  declaring,  in  the  pres- 
ence and  hearing  of  divers  citizens  of  the  State  of  California,  and 
giving  a  toast  in  substance  as  follows  :  ^^  Here  is  to  Jeff.  Davis  (mean- 
ing one  Jefferson  Davis,  then  a  leader  of  said  rebels,  and  engaged  in 
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said  rebellion)  and  the  SoutherD  Confederacy^'  (meaoiDg  a  certain  pre- 
tended Government  which  said  rebels  had  set  up  in  opposition  to  and 
in  defiance  of  the  Constitntion  of  the  United  States). 

SMond — On  the  same  day,  and  at  the  same  town  and  county,  at  a 
late  hour  of  the  night,  the  said  James  H.  Hardy,  District  Judge  as 
aforesaid,  disturbed  the  public  peace  by  shouting  huzzas  for  said 
Davis. 

Third — On  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  June,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-one,  at  or  near  the  Town  of  Angel,  in  the  County  of  Cala- 
veras, the  said  James  H.  Hardy,  then  Judge  as  aforesaid,  in  violation 
of  his  official  oath  and  duty  as  aforesaid,  seeing  the  American  flag 
waving  from  a  fli^staff,  declared,  in  the  presence  and  hearing  of  divers 
((ood  citizens  of  the  State  of  California,  referring  to  said  flag,  substan- 
tially as  follows  :  "  That  is  an  old  woman's  rag,  and  ought  to  be  torn 
down." 

Fcurth — That  on  or  about  the  twentieth  day  of  August,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one,  the  said  James  H.  Hardy,  then  District  Judge, 
as  aforesaid,  at  said  Mokelumne  Hill,  in  a  public  bar  room,  offered  sub- 
stantially the  following  toast :  "  Here  is  to  the  stars  and  stripes ;  as  to 
the  Constitution,  there  is  none — the  Constitution  is  gone  to  hell." 

Fifth — On  the  first  day  of  March,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
two,  at  said  Mokelumne  Hill,  and  immediately  after  the  adjournment  of 
the  Febmary  term  of  the  District  Court  of  the  Sixteenth  Judicial 
District,  in  and  for  said  County  of  Calaveras,  the  said  James  H.  Hardy, 
then  District  Judge  as  aforesaid,  used  substantially  the  following  lan- 
guage, in  presence  of  divers  citizens  of  said  county  :  "  My  Court  has 
adjourned,  and  I  am  now  off  the  bench;  my  mother  was  born  in  the 
South,  and  I  am  a  rebel,  and  1  don't  care  a  damn  who  knows  it." 

Sixth — That  at  the  City  and  in  the  County  of  Sacramento,  on  or  about 
the  second  day  of  April,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  the  said 
James  H.  Hardy,  being  then  such  District  Judge  as  aforesaid,  in  viola- 
tion of  his  said  o£Bcial  oath  and  duty,  offered,  in  a  public  barroom,  sub- 
stantially the  following  toast )  '*  Gentlemen,  I  will  give  3^ou  the  perpetu- 
ation of  the  Southern  Confederacy  and  the  sovereignty  of  Jeff.  Davis, 
and  may  his  name  be  perpetuated  in  the  same  light  they  hold  the  immor- 
tel  Washington." 

&i;eii<A-— That  on  or  about  the  twenty -sixth  day  of  June,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one,  the  said  James  H.  Hardy,  then  being  District 
Judge  as  aforesaid,  at  Chile  Gulch,  in  Calaveras  County,  in  further  vio- 
lation of  his  official  oath  and  duty,  drank  to  the  health  of  said  Jeff. 
Davis  and  said  Southern  Confederacy. 

Eighth — That  on  or  about  the  first  day  of  September,  A.  D.  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one,  the  said  James  H.  Hardy,  at  Mokelumne  Hill, 
in  said  County  of  Calaveras,  being  then  and  there  District  Judge  of 
said  Sixteenth  Judicial  District,  as  aforesaid,  did,  in  violation  of  his 
said  oath  of  office  and  duty,  as  aforesaid,  publicly  declare,  in  the  pre- 
sence and  hearing  of  divers  sood  citizens  of  this  State,  and  say,  in 
substance,  as  follows:  "That  be  was  a  Secessionist,  and  that  if  a  for- 
eigner should  come  before  him,  holding  the  same  sentiments  that  he. 
the  said  Hardy,  entertained  as  a  man  towards  the  Constitution  and 
Government  of  the  United  States,  and  applied  for  citizenship,  he,  the 
said  Hardy,  as  a  Judge,  would  not  admit  him  to  citizenship."  Upon 
which  said  article  the  Senate,  by  a  partizan  vote,  did  find  the  said 
James  H.  Hardy  guilty  of  high  crimes  and  misdemeanors  done  and 
committed  against  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  and  did.ou

enter  on  the  Joarnal  of  the  Senate  the  following  jadgment: 

"  Resolved,  That  James  H.  Hardy,  being  duly  convicted  of  the  high 
crimes  and  misdemeanors  charged  in  article  fifteen  of  the  articles  of 
impeachment  presented  by  the  Assembly,  it  is  hereby  adjudged   that 
said  James  H.  Hardy  be  and  he  is  hereby  declared  suspended   and 
removed  from  the  office  of  District  Judge  of  the  Sixteenth  Judicial 
District  of  the  State;"  and 
Wherbas,  The  power  to  punish  offences  against  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  is  not  reposed  in  the  legislative  or  judicial  organizations 
of  a  State ;  and 
Whebbas,  The  specifications  under  the  said  article  fifteen  charged  that 
said  high  crimes  and  misdemeanors  consisted  of  the  use  of  ^^  seditious 
and  treasonable  language,"  accusations  unknown  to  our  criminal  juris- 
T>rudence;  and 
Whereas,  The  Senate  of  this  State,  in  assuming  jurisdiction  to  try,  con- 
vict and  punish  for  such  alleged  high  crimes  and  misdemeanors  agaiost 
the  Government  of  the  United  States,  exceeded  its  legal  authority,

Whereas,  It  being  the  opinion  of  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  CaiiforDia, 
that  the  action  had  in  tne  case  of  James  H.  Hardy  was  superinduced 
by  a  spirit  of  partizan  rancor  and  unhealthy  excitement  in  the  popular 
mind,  and  that  justice  demands  and  the  safety  of  the  citizen  requires, 
that  this  body,  as  far  as  possible,  shall  efface  all  evidences  of  past  vin- 
dictive legislation,  to  the  end  and  that  the  safeguards  of  the  Consti- 
tution and  laws  may  remain  intact  and  our  form  of  Government  be 
preserved ;  therefore  be  it 
Resolved,  That  said  judgment  was  entered  without  authority  of  law, 
and  was  illegal  and  void,  and  that  the  same  ought  to  be  expunged  from 
the  Journal ;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  shall,  on  Saturday,  the 
eighth  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy,  bring  the  written 
Journal  of  the  session  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two  into  the  Senate, 
and  then,  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate,  in  open  session,  draw  black  lines 
around  the  said  jadgment  and  write  across  the  face  thereof  the  words, 
''Expunged  by  order  of  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  California,  this  eighth 
day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy."

UNITED   STATES. 

Resolved,  By  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled  (two-thirds  of  both  houses 
concurring),  that  the  following  article  be  proposed  to  the  Legislatures  of 
tbe  several  States,  as  an  amendment  to  tne  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  which,  when  ratified  by  three-fourths  of  said  Legislatures,  shall 
be  valid  as  part  of  the  Constitution,  namely : 

ARTICLE   XV. 

Section  I.  Tbe  right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  vote  shall 
not  be  denied  or  abridged  by  tbe  United  States,  or  by  any  State,  on 
account  of  race,  color,  or  previous  condition  of  servitude. 
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Sec.  2.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by 
appropriate  legislation.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  :  A  proposed  araendment 
to  the  Federal  Constitution,  embodied  in  a  concurrent  resolution  of 
Congress,  has  been  received  at  this  Department  and  is  hereby  trans- 
mitted for  j'our  ratification  or  rejection.  It  is  in  the  form  of  an  addi- 
tional article,  and  is  as  follows : 

ARTICLE    XV. 

Section  1.  The  right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  vote  shall 
not  be  denied  or  abridged  by  the  United  States,  or  by  any  State,  on 
account  of  race,  color  or  previous  condition  of  servitude. 

Seo.  2.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by 
appropriate  legislation. 

The  importance  of  the  principle  involved  in  this  amendment  will  be 
accepted  as  a  sui&cient  justification  for  accompanying  it  with  some  viewb 
upon  the  subject. 

It  is  well  to  understand,  at  the  outset,  that  the  issue  is  not,  what 
classes  ought  or  ought  not  to  be  intrusted  with  the  elective  franchise,  or 
whether,  under  any  circumstances,  race  should  or  should  not  debar  any 
from  the  exercise  of  this  privilege.  All  this  is  a  proper  subject  for 
consideration  and  settlement  by  the  people  of  a  State  when  they  frame 
their  organic  law,  but  is  not  necessarily  involved  in  considering  the 
proposition  submitted  by  Congress,  which  is  to  restrict  the  people  of  the 
several  States  from  exercising  their  own  independent  judgment  upon 
the  subject.  Whether,  therefore,  Chinese  and  Indian  suffrage  is  expe- 
dient, is  not  directly  in  issue  at  present,  but  the  question  is  whether  the 
Federal  Constitution  ought  to  bo  so  amended  as,  on  one  hand,  to  prevent 
the  people  of  each  State  from  excluding  either  of  these  races  from  the 
ballot  box,  if  in  their  judgment  such  exclusion  is  necessary,  and  on  the 
other,  to  give  Congress  the  power  to  place  other  restrictions  upon  the 
exercise  of  suffrage  without  the  assent  of  the  State  Legislatures ;  in  other 
words,  whether  suffrage  should  bo  controlled  and  regulated  by  each 
State  for  itself  or  controlled,  enlarged  and  restricted  by  Congress  alonq. 

Keeping,  therefore,  the  issue  separate  from  collateral  ones,  two  ques- 
tions are  presented  in  the  proposition.  The  first  is  a  question  of  power^ 
and  the  second  one  of  policy.  If  it  is  not  in  the  power  of  Congress,  in 
conjunction  with  three-fourths  of  the  States,  to  take  from  any  State  with- 
out its  consent  a  right  reserved  at  the  formation  of  the  Constitution;  in 
other  words,  if  to  deprive  a  State  of  a  distinct  right,  originally  reserved, 
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is  not  within  the  parview  of  the  claase  relating  to  amendments,  then 
of  coDrse  the  proposed  amendment  must  be  rejected.  And  if  it  is  in 
conflict  with  sound  policy,  the  same  result  ought  to  follow. 

WOULD   THE   AMENDMENT    BE   VALID   IF  IT   WENT   THROUOH  THE    FORMS   OF 

ADOPTION  ? 

This  inquiry  can  only  be  intelligently  answered  by  considering  the 
nature  and  history  of  the  Federal  Constitution.  When  the  people  of  any 
State,  through  their  delegates  in  convention,  frame  a  Constitution,  they 
confide  to  it  the  whole  mass  of  sovereign  powers  appertaining  to  the  body 
politic,  with  such  limitations  only  as  are  expressly  imposed.  The  Con- 
stitution thus  formed  represents  and  embodies  the  entire  sovereign 
power  of  the  people  with  such  exceptions  as  are  stated  in  the  instru- 
ment. The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  is  not  such  an  instrument 
as  this.  It  was  not  formed  upon  any  such  principles,  and  is  not  subject  to 
any  soch  rules  of  construction.  It  does  not  represent  the  whole  sovereign 
power  of  the  people  of  the  United  States,  considered  either  in  their 
aggregate  capacity  or  in  their  several  distinct  State  organizations.  It  is 
not  an  instrument  embodying  the  entire  political  power  of  the  people, 
or  of  the  States,  with  only  specified  exceptions,  but  on  the  contrary,  it  is 
a  simple  delegation  to  a  constituted  Federal  authority  of  certain  defined 
and  enumerated  powers.  There  is  much  unprofitable  quibbling  on  this 
subject,  and  much  disputation  about  words  instead  of  substance. 

There  are  certain  facts  of  history  which  bear  upon  the  legal  questions 
involved,  and  to  which  it  is  well  briefly  to  recur.  When  the  Constitu- 
lion  was  framed,  the  States  of  the  Union  were  so  many  distinct  indepen- 
dent sovereign  communities.  Great  Britain  was  no  more  absolutely 
sovereign  and  independent  than  were  the  States  of  New  York  and 
Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island  and  others.  Each  of  the  States  had  a 
political  organization  or  framework  of  government,  based  upon  repub- 
lican principles,  which  answered  very  well  all  the  legitimate  ends  aimed 
at  in  political  institutions.  For  the  purpose,  however,  of  harmonious 
co-operation  in  dealing  with  foreign  nations,  and  to  prevent  collision 
among  themselves,  these  independent  States  determined  to  confer  certain 
governmental  powers  upon  a  federal  head,  and  for  this  purpose  the 
convention  of  seventeen  hundred  and  eighty-seven  was  called  together. 
It  was  composed  of  delegates  from  States,  each  of  which  was  then  an 
independent  nationality.  They  framed  an  instrument  which  confided 
certain  powers  to  a  Federal  Executive,  Legislature  and  Judiciary,  and 
which  was  acted  upon  and  approved  by  the  people  of  each  State  sepa- 
rately. No  one  State  was  bound  without  its  assent,  and  each  retained 
its  absolute  independence,  except  only  so  far  as  it  parted  with  it  to  the 
Federal  Government  thus  formed. 

There  has  been  an  infinitude  of  discussion  as  to  whether  the  Federal 
Constitution  was  framed  by  the  people  of  the  United  States  considered 
io  mass,  or  by  the  people  of  each  State  acting  as  a  separate  political 
eommnnit}'.  The  simple  truth  of  history  is,  that  the  Constitution  was 
not  the  work  of  the  people  of  the  United  States  in  their  aggregate 
capacity,  but  was  the  work  of  the  States  acting  as  distinct  and  indepen- 
dent bodies.  The  word  "  State"  is  used  in  so  many  different  senses  that 
it  is  well  to  fix  its  signification  in  considering  this  subject.  Using  the 
word  as  signifying  the  people  of  each  State,  and  not  the  territory  or  the 
legislative,  executive  and  judicial  authorities,  it  is  an  undeniable  fact 
that  the  Federal  Constitution  was  adopted  by  the  States,  and  not  by  the 
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people  of  the  whole  country  acting  collectively.  Each  of  the  political 
commanitieB  termed  Slates,  in  ratifying  the  Federal  Constitution^  dele- 
gated to  the  Government  provided  for  by  it  the  powers  expressed  in  the 
charter,  and  none  other.  Each  one  reserved  certain  great  sovereign 
powers,  among  which  was  the  fundamental  and  essential  attribute  of  all 
self-governing  communities,  to  wit:  that  of  determining  who  and  what 
classes  should  participate  in  the  election  of  its  officers  and  in  framing 
and  administering  its  laws. 

The  clause  of  amendment  in  the  Federal  Constitution,  although  general 
in  its  language,  should  be  construed  in  its  relations  to  what  was  really 
the  subject  matter  upon  which  it  was  to  operate.  It  was  a  right  to 
amend  the  Constitution,  and  this  latter  was  simply  the  powers  delegated 
to  the  Federal  authority.  Those  powers  might,  by  amendment,  be  mod- 
ified, but  the  power  to  amend  is  properly  and  legitimately  confined  to 
this.  The  States  can  amend  the  *' Constitution,"  that  is,  the  ** powers 
delegated,"  by^pursuing  certain  steps,  but  farther  than  this,  the  right  of 
amendment  cannot  go.  This  is  not  theory;  it  is  simple  history  and  fact. 
It  is  law  as  expounded  in  effect  and  in  analogy  by  Chief  Justice  Marshall, 
one  of  the  earliest  and,  perhaps,  the  greatest  jurist  our  country  has 
produced.  Though  he  was  in  politics  a  Federalist  and  leaned  toward 
strong  central  authority  and  against  strict  construction ;  though  he  went 
much  farther  in  favor  of  federal  power  than  either  Jefferson,  Madison  or 
Monroe,  still  even  he  judicially  declared,  in  the  case  of  Gibbons  vs. 
Ogden,  in  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  that  the  Federal  Government  "  possessed  only  certain  enumerated 
powers."  In  the  same  case,  he  says:  "It  has  been  said  that  they" 
(the  States  anterior  to  the  formation  of  the  Constitution)  "were  com- 
pletely independent,  and  were  connected  with  each  other  only  by  a 
league.  Thin  is  true."  In  the  ease  of  McCullough  vs.  The  State  of 
Maryland,  he  used  these  expressions:  "No  political  dreamer  was  ever 
wild  enough  to  think  of  breaking  down  the  lines  which  separate  the 
States,  and  of  compounding  the  American  people  into  one  common  mass." 
This  opihion  was  delivered  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  nineteen. 
Ilad  Judge  Marshall  lived  just  half  a  century  later,  he  would  hardly 
have  ventured  to  give  this  unqualified  assurance;  for  we  have  not  only 
many  such  men  now  in  high  places,  but  we  have  seen  at  this  day  those 
who  advocate  the  erection  of  a  grand  central  consolidated  Government 
upon  the  rqins  of  the  Constitution.  In  this  same  case,  he  sa^'s  further: 
"  This  Government  is  acknowledged  to  be  one  of  enumerated  powers. 
The  principle  that  it  can  exercise  only  the  powers  granted  to  it,  is 
now  universally  admitted." 

In  the  case  of  Briscoe  vs.  The  Bank  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tuck}',  Judge  McLean,  in  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  same  Court,  says : 
"The  Federal  Government  is  one  of  delegated  powers;  all  powers  not 
delegated  to  it  are  reserved  to  the  States  or  to  the  people." 

This  principle  is  not  new.  It  is  as  old  as  the  Government.  It  is  a 
fact  of  history.  It  is  inscribed  upon  the  very  front  of  the  Constitution  ; 
expressed  in  so  many  words  in  that  instrument.  It  is  a  principle  of  law 
adjudged  by  the  highest  tribunal  in  the  country. 

Such  is  the  Constitution  to  which  the  article  relating  to  amendments 
was  applied. 

That  article  provides  that  Congress,  whenever   two-thirds  of  both 

houses  shall  deem  it  necessary,  shall  propose  amendments,  which,  when 

>  ratified  b}'  the  Legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  States,  shall  be  valid 

as  parts  of  the  Constitution;  provided,  that  no  State  shall,  without  its 
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c-onseut,  be  deprived  of  its  eqnal  suffrage  in  the  Senate.  This  proviso 
has  been  quoted  to  found  upon  it  an  argument  that  it  constitutes  the  sole 
exception  to  an  unlimited  power  of  amendment,  which  might  radically 
change  and  transform  the  whole  system.  It  is  obvious,  however,  that 
this  proviso  is  entirely  consistent  with  the  limitation  of  the  right  of 
amendment  to  the  powers  delegated.  It  would  be  irrational  to  infer 
from  a  proviso  inserted  out  of  abundant  caution  any  such  sweeping 
results  The  proviso  was  evidently  inserted  lest  there  might  be  some 
claim  to  modify  what  was  part  of  the  framework  as  originally  con- 
structed, and  to  appease  the  extreme  jealousy  entertained  by  the  States 
lest  there  might  be  some  interference  with  their  perfect  equality  as 
distinct  and  independent  communities.  Under  this  same  omnipo- 
tent power  of  amendment,  this  very  proviso  might  he  stricken  out  ht/  three- 
J'fAirths  of  the  States,  if  the  poxcer  of  amendment  has  no  limit.  The  same 
logic  which  sustains  the  proposition  under  review,  would  sustain  the 
modification  of  that  clause  by  striking  out  the  prohibition. 

It  would  hardly  be  contended  that,  by  amendment,  this  right  of  equal 
suffrage  could  be  infringed,  and  j'et  this  is  no  more  eacred  than  any 
right  which  is  reserved  by  each  State,  and  no  more  absolutely  outside  of 
the  operation  of  the  Constitution. 

When  the  tenth  article  was  adopted,  which  declares  that  "  all  powers 
not  delegated  to  the  United  States  are  reserved  to  the  States  respect- 
ively or  to  the  people,"  is  it  probable,  or  possible,  that  those  who 
supported  this  article  would  have  sanctioned  the  doctrine  that,  by 
process  of  amendment,  any  one  State  could  be  deprived  of  rights  so 
carefully  and  jealously  reserved  ? 

It  would  occupy  too  much  space  to  review  at  length  the  various 
judicial  decisions  which  bear  upon  the  question.  Indeed  most  of  the 
decisions,  including  those  above  referred  to,  declare  axioms  rather  than 
solve  problems,  and  state  facts  rather  than  announce  principles. 

A  man  may  den}'-  that  the  world  is  round,  that  the  sun  is  the  source 
of  light  and  heat,  that  General  Jackson  commanded  the  American  army 
at  New  Orleans,  or  any  other  fact,  either  of  history  or  of  nature  ;  and 
much  of  what  is  termed  **  argument"  against  the  right  of  each  State  to 
regulate  its  domestic  concerns,  and  much  of  the  claim  made  in  behalf  of 
Federal  encroachment,  has  consisted  in  a  bold  denial  of  facts  of  history 
and  in  a  vigorous  assertion  of  fictitious  events. 

The  very  idea  of  amendment,  it  may  be  well  said,  involves  the  pre- 
existence  of  something  which  is  to  be  amended,  and,  in  this  case,  the 
proposition  is  to  amend  the  powers  originally  delegated  by  depriving 
the  States  of  a  right  reserved. 

In  common  and  parliamentary  language  there  is  a  clear  and  definite 
meaning  attached  to  the  term  *' amendment,"  which  implies  the  modifi- 
cation of  some  proposition  already  formed  and  stated,  and,  without 
doing  violence  to  this  ordinary  use  of  the  W'ord,  it  cannot  bo  said  that  a 
power  which  has  no  existence  in  the  Federal  Constitution  can,  by 
amendment,  bo  either  enlarged  or  abridged. 

WHAT   LIMIT   CAN    BE   SET   TO   THE    POWER   OF   AMENDMENT,  AS    CLAIMED  BY 

CONGRESS  ? 

This  right  to  amend  either  has  a  limit  or  it  has  none.  No  rational 
man,  however,  would  have  the  hardihood  to  contend  that  by  an  amend- 
ment a  hereditary  monarchy  could  be  established,  or  provision  made  for 
breaking  down  State  lines  and  **  compounding  the  States  into  one  com- 
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mon  mass;"  for  depriving  the  people  of  any  State  of  the  power  to  elect 
their  Executive,  Legislature  and  Judiciary,  or  for  accompiishiDg  any 
complete  subversion  of  our  system.  It  is  no  answer  to  this  to  say  that 
such  things  are  too  improbable  and  monstrous  to  be  supposed,  because 
we  are  discussing  the  simple  question  of  power.  If  there  is  no  limit  to 
this  process  of  amendment,  the  people  of  a  section  of,  the  country  covld 
be  deprived  of  every  vestige  of  self-government,  and  held  in  a  condition 
of  provincial  servitude.  Whether  such  monstrous  results  are  probable 
or  improbable  is  not  material  to  the  present  inquiry ;  but  it  may  be 
truly  said,  in  passing,  that  the  abolition  of  civil  government,  and  the 
the  establishment  of  military  rule  and  raih'tary  tribunals,  yoara  afler 
hostilities  have  ceased,  is  as  monstrous  a  violation,  not  merely  of  law 
and  Constitution,  but  of  the  first  principles  of  civil  liberty,  as  could  well 
be  conceived  of 

The  right  of  amendment,  then,  must  have  some  limit.  It  is  not  an 
unlimited  license  to  deprive  any  State  of  a  right  which  it  refused  to  sur- 
render at  the  time  it  entered  the  Union,  but  in  its  spirit  and  essertce  has 
relation  to  the  mass  of  delegated  powers  which  compose  what  we  call 
"  the  Federal  Constitution." 

Those  who  favor  the  proposition,  argue  that  the  clause  of  amendment 
is  so  general  in  its  terms  that  it  gives  to  Congress  and  three-fourths  of 
the  States  power  to  construct  a  totally  different  system  of  government, 
and  to  deprive  the  remaining  fourth  of  any  or  all  the  rights  and  powers 
heretofore  possessed. 

The  unsoundness  of  this  view  will  sufliciontly  appear  from  a  candid 
consideration  of  the  subject  in  the  light  of  settled  rules  of  construction. 
The  clause  ought  not  to  be  interpreted  as  standing  separately  by  itself, 
but  in  its  relations  to  other  parts  of  the  instrument,  and  in  view  of  the 
whole  scope  and  theory  of  the  sj'stem.  The  great  jealousy  manifested 
by  many  of  the  original  States  when  they  entered  into  the  Union  shows 
clearly  that  they  would  never  have  voluntarily  become  entangled  under 
a  constitution  which  provided  the  means  for  their  subversion  and  extinc- 
tion. 

The  people  of  Rhode  Island,  when  they  ratified  the  Constitution,  did 
so  with  this  explicit  delaration :  '*  That  the  rights  of  the  States,  respec- 
tively, to  nominate  and  appoint  all  State  officers,  and  rycry  o^A«rpotccr, 
ptrisiliction  and  right  which  is  not  charly  clehgated  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  or  to  the  departments  of  Government  thereof,  remain  to  the  people 
of  ilie  several  States^  or  their  respective  State  Governments,  to  whom  they 
may  have  granted  the  same,"  etc. 

All  the  other  States,  doubtless,  ratified  with  the  same  understanding 
as  that  expressed  by  the  people  of  Rhode  Island.  We  are  now  asked  to 
believe  that  every  one  of  these  powers,  jurisdictions  and  rights,  may  be 
wrested  from  one-fourth  of  the  States,  by  this  process  of  amendment, 
and  conferred,  against  their  will,  upon  the  Federal  authoritj'. 

Of  all  the  rights  reserved,  the  last  one  probably  which  the  States 
would  have  surrendered,  was  that  of  regulating  and  controlling  the 
elective  franchise  within  their  borders.  A  proposition  to  allow  the  people 
of  New  \ork  or  Virginia  to  impose  restrictions  upon,  or  make  rules 
respecting  suffrage  in  Massachusetts,  would  have  been  rejected  without 
a  division.  Neither  the  people  of  New  York,  or  Virginia,  or  Massachu- 
setts, would  have  tolerated  the  suggestion  that  the  people  of  some  other 
State  should  interfere  with  the  exclusive  regulation,  by  the  former,  of 
the  elective  franchise,  or  say  who  should  or  should  not  vote  in  the  elec- 
tion of  their  Legislatures,  and  State  and  local  officers.     Nothing  can  bo 
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more  improbable  tban  that  either  one  of  the  original  States,  whose  people 
had  ODdergODe  such  sofferings,  and  made  such  sacrifices  of  property  and 
of  blood  to  miD  their  independence,  wonld  have  volantarily  surrendered 
it  by  coDceding  to  the  people  of  any  other  State,  or  to  any  power  outside 
of  tbemselyes,  the  right  to  dictate  who  shoald  or  should  not  participate 
in  the  control  of  (heir  local  afikirs. 

What  was  the  spirit  and  essence  of  the  reservation  made  by  the  States 
of  certain  rights  and  powers?  It  was  clearfy  widentood  that  a  ^^  reserved 
power  ^*  was  one  toithdnMwn  and  excluded  entirely /ram  the  operation  of  any  and 
eoery  clause  in  the  Federal  Constiiution,  including  the  clause  in  reference  to 
omendments.  The  powers  reserved  were  left  under  the  sole  and  exclusive 
jorisdiction  of  each  State,  free  from  any  other  influence  or  control.  This 
is  what  was  intended  and  what  was  effected  by  reserving  certain  rights. 
Eaeh  State  felt  unwilling  to  place  the  rights  which  were  thus  retamed, 
where  they  could  be  interfered  with  by  any  power  except  its  own  citi- 
zens, and  the  wisdom  of  this  is  becoming  more  i^anifest  every  day.

ABOYX  ABYAHCCD. 

The  first  twelve  amendments  to  the  Constitution  are  designed  to 
secure  more  perfectly  the  powers  reserved  by  the  States,  and  the  per- 
sonal rights  of  their  citizens,  and  the  twelfth  amendment  repeats  the 
requirement  that  in  votins  for  President  the  House  of  Representatives 
shall  vote  by  States,  each  State  having  one  vote.  It  was  not  until 
recently,  after  the  Government  had  been  in  operation  three-fourths  of  a 
century,  that  any  attempt  was  made  by  amendment  to  interfere  with 
the  ezclusii^  right  of  each  State  to  regulate  its  domestic  concerns.  So 
&r,  therefoTC,  as  the  uniform  practice  of  the  Grovernment  has  weight,  it 
hears  strongly  against  the  interpretation  placed  upon  the  clause  under 
consideration  by  those  who  favor  this  amendment.  It  seems  clear,  then, 
Qpon  principle  and  authority,  that  if  the  proposed  amendment  went 
through  the  forms  of  adoption  it  would  be  a  mere  hrutum  fulmen,  desti- 
tote  of  any  validity  whatever.  Aside,  however,  from  the  legal  questions 
involved,  the  objections  to  the  proposition  on  the  score  of  public  policy 
seem  unanswerable.  To  say  that  the  people  of  California  should  tie  their 
hands  upon  thjs  subject,  is  to  charge  upon  them  either  incompetency  to 
comprehend  what  is  expedient  and  just  to  those  within  her  jurisdiction, 
or  nnwillingness  to  be  governed  by  justice  and  sound  policy.  It  would 
require  some  boldness  for  any  one  to  come  before  the  people  of  this 
State  with  such  a  charge,  and  if  the  people  are  competent  to  determine 
whether  any,  and  what,  restrictions  should  be  placed  upon  the  elective 
franchise,  it  is  difiicult  to  discover  any  plausible  reason  why  t]^y  should 
surrender  the  power  of  determination  to  a  Congress  of  which  uiey  elect 
bnt  five  members  in  both  Houses.  It  is  fair  to  presume  that  the  people 
of  this  State  understand  their  duties  and  interests  in  reference  to  this 
sabject  quite  as  well  as  they  are  understood  by  the  people  of  the  States 
east  of  the  mountains. 

If  this  amendment  is  adopted,  the  most  degraded  Bigger  Indian 
within  our  borders  becomes  at  once  an  elector  ana,  so  far,  a  ruler.  His 
yote  would  count  for  as  much  as  that  of  the  most  intelligent  white  man 
in  the  State.  In  this  event,  also,  by  a  slight,  amendment  to  the  naturali- 
zation laws,  the  Chinese  population  could  be  made  electors. 

It  is  contended  by  some  that  the  exercise  of  suffrage  is  a  matter  of 
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absolute  right,  which  cannot  be  withheld  from  any  adult  person,  male  or 
female,  living  under  the  Government.  It  is  only  upon  this  ground,  if  it 
were  tenable,  that  there  could  be  any  argument  in  favor  of  the  proposi- 
tion embodied  in  the  amendment;  but  this  will  not  bear  a  moment's 
discussion.  The  elective  franchise  is  not  a  right,  but  a  privilege,  to  be 
conferred  upon  such  classes  only  as  can  exercise  it  for^the  general  good. 
If  it  were  an  absolute  right,  then  the  naturalization  laws,  requiring  five 
years'  residence,  have  been  a  continued  outrage  uipon  those  who  have 
come  hero  from  Europe  to  make  this  country  their  home.  The  whole 
theory  of  those  laws  is  based  upon  increased  qualifications  supposed  to 
result  from  a  residence  of  five  years.  It  is  upon  the  same  ground  only 
that  we  justify  our  denial  of  the  right  to  vote  to  young  men  of  nineteen 
and  twenty.  The  right  of  suffrage  has  never,  at  any  time,  nor  in  any 
country,  been  deemed  an  absolute  or  inalienable  right,  and  never  will 
be  so,  until  common  sense  and  reason  cease  to  be  a  guide  in  political 
affairs. 

There  is  no  plausible  argument,  then,  in  favor  of  this  amendment, 
which  <ian  be  addressed  to  the  people  of  this  State.  On  the  contrary, 
every  consideration  of  legal  right  and  public  policy  makes  against  it. 
Nothing  could  be  more  loose  and  objectionable  than  the  clause  which 
authorizes  Congress  to  enforce  the  restraint  upon  the  States  by  "appro- 
priate" legislation.  Who  is  to  judgd  of  what  is  *^ appropriate?"  Under 
this  phraseology.  Congress  is  made  the  exclusive  judge;  and  if  it  declares 
any  particular  measure  enacted  by  that  body  to  be  appropriate,  it  would 
claim  that,  upon  rules  of  construction,  no  tribunal  would  have  the  right 
to  revise  its  discretion.  Congress,  then,  under  the  guise  of  professedly 
' 'appropriate"  legislation,  could  enact  almost  anything  which  a  fertile 
imagination  might  suggest.  ^ 

There  is  another  serious  objection  to  the  form  of  this  amSSdment.  It 
declares  that  certain  specified  restrictions  shall  not  be  placed  upon  the 
elective  franchise  by  the  United  States,  leaving  the  inference  open  that 
any  other  restriction  may  be.  The  same  school  of  loose  constructionists, 
who  are  laboring  to  transform  our  federative  system  into  a  consolidated 
one,  will  hereafter  argue  that  to  restrict  the  United  States  in  one  direc- 
tion recognizes  their  right  to  act  in  any  other,  and  places,  therefore,  the 
whole  subject  under  Congressional  control.  The  artifice  and  deception 
already  employed  to  engraft  this  provision  upon  the  Constjjtution  justify 
suspicions  of  the  good  faith  of  its  advocates ;  but,  whatever  may  be  the 
motive  for  selecting  the  phraseology,  the  danger  is  apparent  that  an 
implication  will  be  founded  upon  it  to  take  from  the  States  any  power  to 
resist  Federal  interference  with  suffrage,  upon  any  ground  which  may 
accord  with  the  judgment  or  caprice  of  representatives  from  other 
States.      ^ 

The  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  amendments,  so  called,  have  a  direct 
design  and  tendency  to  centralize  the  Government,  and  to  deprive  each 
State  of  any  control  over  its  local  affairs.  Under  the  Constitution,  as 
originally  framed,  certain  appropriate  functions  were  assigned  to  the 
Federal  Executive  and  Congress.  It  was  intended  to  confine  them  to 
such  objects  as  affected  all  the  States  in  their  federative  capacity,  and 
to  leave  each  State  the  exclusive  control  of  its  local  and  domestic  con- 
cerns. To  depart  from  this  design,  and  centralize  all  power  at  the 
Federal  Capital,  is  to  diverge  widely  from  the  original  spirit  of  our  system, 
and  to  violate  the,  principles  of  self-government. 

.Any  control  over  the  local  affairs  of  this  State  exercised  by  represent- 
atives elected  by  the  people  of  one  or  more  of  the  Atlantic  States  is 
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esaentially  a  despotic  control,  because  it  is  exercised  by  legislators 
neither  chosen  by  ns  nor  responsible  to  us.  A  rnle  jiot  resulting  from 
our  choice,  and  wholly  irresponsible,  is  of  the  essence  of  despotism.  If, 
in  our  local  concerns  and  interests,  we  are  to  be  governed  by  represent- 
atives of  other  States,  we  might  as  well  be  governed  by  a  foreign  king 
or  empef or.  The  control  might  be  more  enlightened  and  more  conscien- 
tious in  the  former  case,  or  it  might  not ;  but  it  certainly  would  not  be 
lesB  absolute,  irresponsible  and  despotic. 

We  elect  three  of  the  two  hundred  and  thirty-four  members  of  the  House 
and  two  of  the  seventy-four  members  of  the  Senate,  but  if  those  bodies 
are  to  regulate  our  domestic  affairs  and  dictate  to  us  our  whole 
domestio  and  internal  policy,  we  might  as  well  have  no  representative 
in  either  body,  because  when  they  chance  to  differ  from  an  arbitraiy 
majority,  ignorant  of  our  wishes  and  interests,  their  voices  and  votes 
would  be  powerless.  The  evil  is  not  atoned  for  to  any  extent,  because  at 
some  time  in  the  future  our  representatives  might  in  the  same  way  tyran- 
nize over  other  communities.  We  neither  desire  to  practice  nor  suffer 
despotic  rule,  and  if  the  various  amendments  already  proposed  to  the 
Federal  Constitution  were  to  have  any  legal  validity,  it  is  difScult  to  see 
what  substantial  right  of  self-government  would  be  secure,  from  the 
encroachments  of  central  power. 

The  means  taken  to  secure  the  passage  of  the  proposed  amendment 
are  not  such  as  to  commend  it  to  favor.  A  pledge  of  as  solemn  and 
unequivocal  a  character  as  could  be  framed,  was  given  by  the  successful 
party  in  the  late  Presidential  contest  against  any  interference  with  the 
right  of  each  of  the  Northern  States  to  exercise  exclasive  control  over 
the  suffrage  within  their  territory.-  Upon  this  pledge  they  succeeded 
in  electing  their  candidates,  and  as  soon  as  their  success  was  secured 
they  proceeded  at  once,  in  deliberate  violation  of  the  pledge  given,  to 
adopt  every  means  Within  their  reach  to  do  precisely  what  they  declared 
they  would  not  do.  These  measures  were  as  unworthy  as  the  scheme 
itself  was  disreputable.  Bepresentatives  were  excluded  from  States 
which  had  not  assented  to  the  amendment,  and  their  admission  held 
out  as  a  bribe  to  secure  its  ratification.  Every  expedient  of  coercion 
on  the  one  hand  and  reward  on  the  other  has  oeen  resorted  to. 
The  people  were  not  allowed  the  opportunity  to  manifest  their  will,  but 
the  amendment  was  pressed  through  the  Legislature  of  more  than  one 
State  whose  people  were  notoriously  adverse  to  it.  No  amendment 
adopted  by  the  use  of  such  means  could  possess  any  binding 
obligation  unless  it  has  become  a  principle  of  constitutional  law  that 
falsehood,  fraud  and  duress  can  impart  validity  to  an  amendment  when 
the  same  elements  would  avoid  a  contract  between  private  parties  in 
any  Court  of  justice  in  Christendom. 

It  is  idle  to  suppose  that  the  people  of  this  State  or  of  any  other  of 
the  States  will  be  satisfied  to  have  wrested  from  them  the  right  to  con- 
trol their  local  affairs.  They  are  not  blind  to  the  fact,  that  it  is  this 
^control  which  is  but  another  name  for  liberty,  and  which  is  liberty.  No 
system  which  violates  the  maxims  and  principles  of  freedom  can  be 
•  made  permanent  by  political  artifice  or  by  the  use  of  military  force.  It 
is  too  much  in  conflict  with  the  genius  and  traditions  of  the  American 
people,  and  with  that  inextinguishable  love  of  liberty  which,  though  it 
may  seem  dormant  for  a  while,  will  certainly  revive  and  assert  its  irre- 
sistible power.  It  is  not  possible  for  an  oligarchy  of  politicians,  sittine 
in  conclave  at  Washington,  to  continue  long  to  exercise  arbitrary  control 
over  the  people  of  remote  States  in  all  the  arrogance  of  conscious  tyr- 
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anny,  violating  that  cardinal  doetrine  of  all  free  government,  to  wit : 
that  every  people  liafi  the  absolute  and  inalienable  riffht  to  control  their 
own  destiny,  and  to  form  their  own  political  and  social  institutions.  It 
is  this  principle,  cofisecrated  by  the  olood  of  the  martyrs  of  freedom  in 
our  own  revolution  and  in  all  ages,  which  no  political  organization  can 
safely  violate,  and  which  lies  at  the  foundation  of  the  struggle  now  in 
progress  in  this  country.  The  attempt  is  made  to  transfer  political 
power  from  the  peoi)le  themselves  to  legislators  at  Washington ;  to 
submerge  the  Executive  and  Judiciary  under  unlimited  Congressional 
control;  to  destroy  all  the  checks  and  balances  of  our  system  and 
convert  it  into  one  resembling  the  French  National  Convention,  from 
which  the  people  of  that  country  gladly  escaped  by  seeking  refuge  in 
the  despotism  of  one  man  from  that  of  an  unscrupulous  and  tyrannical 
legislative  majority.  Such  an  attempt  can  never  permanently  succeed 
among  a  people  educated  to  freedom  as  are  the  Americans  from  child* 
hood.  It  needs  but  that  they  should  see  the  contest  as  it  is  between 
liberty  and  local  self-government  on  one  side  and  centralized  power  or 
despotism  on  the  other,  and  to  this  they  cannot  long  be  blind.  Peace  in 
our  distracted  country  is  an  object  desired  by  aH,  but  it  is  only  attainable 
by  recognizing  the  truth  that  Government  derives  its  just  powers 
from  the  consent  of  the  governed,  and  that  it  is  not  possible  to  perpet- 
uate arbitrary  rule,  in  the  hands  either  of  a  king  or  of  a  Congress.  The 
right  of  self-government  is  as  sacred  to  the  people  of  Georgia  as  it  is  to 
those  of  Massachusetts,  and  the  tyranny  of  political  adventurers 
over  the  people  of  States  whose  representatives  have  boon  arbitrarily 
excluded  from  Congress,  to  whom  all  the  promises  of  the  Government 
have  been  falsified  and  whose  liberties  have  been  trampled  under  foot, 
will  at  no  distant  day  be  justly  regarded  as  among  the  most  wrongful 
of  those  which  have  defaced  the  annals  of  modern  times. 

It  would  be  unjust  to  the  mass  of  the  Bepublic&n  party  to  suppose 
that  this  tyranny  has  their  deliberate  sanction.  It  is  condemned  by  all 
of  them  whose  minds  are  not  under  the  dominion  of  party  prejudice 
and  whose  judgments  are  not  clouded  by  the  bitterness  engendered  in 
the  war;  but  if  it  were  true  that  the  rank  and  file  of  that  party  or  the 
majority  of  the  people  of  the  Northern  States  were  so  far  misled  by 
their  political  leaders  as  to  look  on  with  complacency  while  chains  were 
being  placed  on  their  own  necks  and  on  those  of  their  Southern  breth- 
eren,  we  would  still  owe  it  to  ourselves  and  to  the  cause  of  constitutional 
liberty  throughout  the  world,  to  raise  our  voices  in  condemnation  and 
in  warning.  ^ 

In  view,  then,  of  the  want  of  le|^al  power  to  bind  any  State  to  this 
so-called  amendment,  and  of  the  pernicious  principle  which  it  embodies,  as 
well  as  in  view  of  the  scandalous  manner  in  which  the  people  of  the  sev- 
eral States  have  been  sought  to  be  defrauded,  bribed  and  coerced  into  its 
adoption,  I  trust  it  will  be  formally  rejected  by  your  honorable  bodies.

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MOTIONS,  BSSOLTJTIONS  AND  NOTICES. 

Sesolations  were  iDtroduced  as  follows : 
By  Mr.  Gwin : 

Whsbeas,  Od  the  first  day  of  September,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
nine,  delegates  elected  by  the  people  met  in  convention  at  Monterey,  in 
this  State,  and  made  the  Constitution  of  California,  which  was  ratified 
by  the  people  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  November,  eighteen  hundred 
and  forty-nine;  and  whereas,  on  the  ninth  day  of  September,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty,  Congress  passed  a  law  in  which  it  was  declared  that 
the  State  of  California  shall  be  one,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  one  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  and  admitted  into  the  Union  on  an  equal 
footing' with  the  original  States,  in  all  respects  whatever;  and  whereas, 
in  the  Tenth  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  it  is 
declared :  *<The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  United  States  by  the  Con- 
stitution, nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  States,  are  reserved  to  the  States, 
respectively,  or  to  the  people;'^  and  whereas,  among  these  reserved 
powers  is  the  right  of  each  State  to  determine  what  portion  of  its 
inhabitants  shall  be  entitled  to  suffrage;  and  whereas,  the  proposed 
Fifteenth  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  takes  the 
control  of  suffrage  from  each  and  all  of  the  States  and  gives  it  to  the 
Congress  of 4he  United  States;  therefore  be  it 

Re$olvedy  That  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  confers  no  power 
upon  Congress  to  propose  to  three-fourths  of  the  States  such  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution;  and  gives  no  power  to  three-fourths  of  the 
States  to  ratify  the  same,  because  such  power  is  reserved  to  each  of  the 
States  respectively.

eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  Congress  passed  a  law,  in  which  it  w^as 
declared  '*  That  the  State  of  California  shall  be  one,  and  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  one  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and  admitted 
into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  States,  in  all 
respects  whatever;"  and  whereas,  in  the  Tenth  Amendment  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  it  is  declared,  **  The  powers  not  del- 
egated to  the  United  States  by  the  Constitution,  nor  prohibited  by  it 
to  the  States,  are  reserved  to  the  States  respectively,  or  to  the  peo- 
ple;" and  whereas,  among  these  reserved  powers  is  the  right  of  each 
State  to  determine  what  portion  of  its  inhabitants  shall  be  entitled  to 
sufi'ragc;  and  whereas,  the  proposed  Fifteenth  Amendment  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  in  the  words  and  figures  following, 
to  wit :  "Article  XV,  Section  1.  The  right  of  citizens  of  the  United 
States  to  vote  shall  not  be  denied  or  abridged  by  the  United  States, 
or  by  any  State,  on  account  of  race,  color  or  previous  condition  of  ser- 
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vitude.    Section  2.    The  Gonffress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this 

article  by  appropriate  legislation/'  takes  the  control  of  suffrage  from 

each  and  all  of  tne  States  and  gives  it  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 

States ;  therefore,  b#it 

Retoloed,  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly — 

I^irU — That  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  confers  no  power 
apon  the  Congress  to  propose  to  three-fourths  of  the  States  such  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution,  and  gives  no  power  to  three-fourths  of 
the  States  to  ratify  the  same. 

Second — That  on  her  admission  into  the  Union  as  a  State,  California 
was  invested  with  the  right  to  declare  what  persons  should  be  entitled 
to  vote  within  her  boundaries;  and  until  she,  by  her  voluntary  act, 
sarrender  that  right,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  has  no  authority 
to  exercise  such  power  within  her  jurisdiction. 

Third — That  the  said  proposed  Fifteenth  Amendment  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  rejected.

Mr.  Tompkins,  from  the  Judiciary  Committee,  made  the  following 
minority  t-eport : 

Mr.  President  :  The  undersigned,  members  of  the  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee of  the  Senate,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  to  expunge 
from  the  Journal  the  judgment  of  the  Senate,  entered  against  James  B. 
Hardy,  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two, 
being  unable  to  concur  in  the  report  made  to  the  Senate  by  the  majority 
of  said  committee,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  minority  report : 

The  resolutions  re^rred  to  the  committee  recite  the  article  upon 
which  said  James  H.  Hardy  was  convicted,  and  the  specificatiotis  there- 
under. The  evidence  to  sustain  said  specifications  has  not  been  submit- 
ted to  the  committee,  nor  has  any  attempt  been  made  to  show,  in  any 
legal  manner,  that  it  was  not  sufficient  to  support  the  charges  therein 
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made.    It  is  therefore  a  legal  presuniptioa  that  the  specifications  were 

Sroven,  and  the  arguments  addressed  to  the  committee  on  behalf  of 
udgy  Hardy  have  proceeded  upon  the  idea  that  the  specifications  do 
not  impute  a  crime  of  which  he  could  be  convicted,  not  that  in  them- 
selves they  were  not  true.  It  becomes  necessary,  therefore,  to  briefly 
state  the  facts  of  the  case. 

During  the  year  preceding  the  trial  of  Judge  Hardy,  a  rebellion,  the 
most  formidable  ever  known  on  earth,  had  prevailed  in  the  Southern 
States  of  the  American  Union.  Large  bodies  of  men  were  in  arms 
against  the  Government,  with  the  purpose  of  subverting  and  overthrow- 
ing it,  and  in  many  of  the  States  not  engaged  in  the  rebellion,  the  public 
peace  was  endangered  and  the  administration  of  the  laws  attended  with 
embarrassment  and  difiSculty.  Such  was,  to  some  extent,  the  case  in 
California,  and  Judge  Hardy,  during  that  time,  was  the  Judge  of  the 
Sixteenth  Judicial  District  of  the  State.  As  such,  he  had  sworn  to  sup- 
port the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  it  was  his  duty  every- 
where to  enforce  the  laws,  and  by  precept  and  example  to  encourage 
respect  for  and  submission  to  them.  We  find,  by  the  specifications,  that 
he  forgot  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  his  high  position  and  his  ofii- 
cial  oath,  and  in  public  places,  and  under  circumstances  calculated  to 
weaken  the  administration  of  the  laws,  declared,  that  ^'  as  to  the  Consti- 
tution there  is  none — it  has  gone  to  hell'' — that  the  flag  of  the  Union 
was  "  an  old  woman's  rag  and  ought  to  be  torn  down  " — that  he  said  of 
himself,  <<  I  am  a  rebel  and  I  don't  care  a  damn  who  knows  it" — that  be 
publicly  drank  toasts  to  the  health  of  Jefferson  Davis  and  the  perpetua- 
tion of  the  Southern  Confederacy,  and  declared  '^  that  he  was  a  seces- 
sionist, and  that  if  a  foreigner  should  come  before  him,  holding  the  same 
sentiments  that  he,  the  said  Hardy,  entertained  as  a  man  towards  the 
Constitution  and  Government  of  the  United  States,  and  applied  for  citi- 
zenship, he,  the  said  Hardy,  as  a  Judge,  would  not  admit  him  to  citizen- 
ship " 

J  udge  Hardy  was  found  guilty  and  removed  from  office.  He  acquiesced 
in  the  decision  without  making  any  effort  to  test  its  legality,  and  for  a 
period  of  more  than  seven  years  it  has  remained  unquestioned  upon  the 
records  of  the  Court. 

The  Senate  is  now  asked,  in  its  legislative  capacity,  to  go  back  to  the 
records  of  the  "  High  Court  of  Impeachment,"  and  to  deface  and  oblit- 
erate the  record  there  made. 

The  majority  of  the  committee  have  reported  a  bill  as  a  substitute  for 
the  resolutions  referred  to  them.  We  do  not  understand  that  the  aspect 
of  the  case  is  changed  thereby. 

The  undersigned  recommend  that  said  bill  do  not  pass,  for  the  follow- 
ing reasons: 

The  judgment  was  rendered  by  the  Court  for  the  trial  of  impeach- 
ments, and  not  by  either  branch  of  the  Legislature.  That  Court  was 
organized  under  the  Constitution  and  in  obedience  to  law;  and  if 
the  Legislature  can  expunge  one  of  its  decisions  or  cancel  one  of  its 
records,  it  can  expunge  all  decisions  and  cancel  all  records  of  every 
Court  in  the  State.  The  fact  that  Senators  can,  in  the  cases  provided 
by  law,  become  Judges  of  that  Court,  in  no  degree  clothes  them  with 
power  to  act  as  such  when  not  sitting  as  such  Court.  No  member  of 
this  Senate  has  ever  been  sworn  as  such  Judge,  and  no  Judge  has  a  right 
to  act  until  he  has  taken  the  oath  of  office.  The  Senate  has  no  power 
over  the  records  of  the  Court,  and  to  attempt  to  exercise  such  power 
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witboQt  legal  right  would  be  to  weaken  all  respect  for  law  and  to  throw 
discredit  apon  its  administration  in  our  State. 

It  would  be  to  declare  to  the  people  of  the  State,  as  the  opinion  of  this 
Liegislature,  that  for  a  Judge  sworn  to  uphold  the  Constitution  to  publicly 
denounce  and  deride  that  Constitution,  and  to  declare  himself  an  enemy 
to  the  Government  whose  laws  he  was  professing  to  execute,  did  not  dis- 
qualify him  for  his  high  position  or  justify  his  expulsion  from  the  bench. 

It  puts  the  objection  to  the  decision  upon  the  ground  that  it  ^*  was 
influenced  by  a  spirit  of  partisan  feelinflr/'  and  relies  entirely  upon 
*-  partisan  feeling'^  for  the  passage  of  the  bill. 

It  furnishes  the  example  and  holds  out  the  inducement  to  the  next 
Liegislature  whose  "  partisan  feeling "  shall  be  differently  directed,  to 
eznunge  the  expunging  act  and  to  reverse  the  reversal  that  is  now  sought 
to  be  placed  upon  the  record,  and  thus  to  render  the  decisions  of  our 
highest  tribunal  the  shuttlecock  to  be  thrown  back  and  forth  by  the 
floetuating  fortunes  of  political  strife. 

It  assumes  to  reverse  a  judgment,  without  having  before  it,  or  in  any 
manner  examining  the  evidence  upon  which  it  was  rendered. 

It  revives  old  animosities,  and  calls  back  old  issues,  now  passing  away, 
and  that  the  highest  public  good  requires  should  be  undisturbed  and 
forgotten. 

'R  defaces  and  obliterates  a  record  which,  by  the  criminal  law,  is  an 
offence  punishable  by  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison,  and 
thas  undertakes  to  throw  the  sanction  of  law  around  a  gross  violation 
of  law,  that  if  committed  by  a  private  citizen,  might  consign  him  to 
the  penitentiary  for  ten  years.  Ought  not  those  who  order,  aid  or  abet 
a  crime  to  share  in  the  punishment  that  follows  its  commission  ? 

The  undersigned  have  endeavored  to  consider  these  questions  in  their 
le^al  aspect,  with  no  feelings  towards  Judge  Hardv  but  those  of  per- 
sonal kindness  and  good  will.  They  are  unable  to  learn  that  the  judg- 
ment complained  of  has  inflicted  any  political  or  other  disability  upon 
him,  or  that  it  in  any  degree  interferes  with  his  success  in  the  very 
large  professional  practice  that  he  has  built  up  since  that  judgment  was 
rendered. 

Because  the  Legislature  has  no  jurisdiction  over  the  decrees  of  any 
Court,  and  if  it  have,  that  it  would  not  be  expedient  to  exercise  it,  that 
respect  for  law  would  be  diminished  and  partisan  feeling  deepened  and 
intensified,  that  no  end  of  public  justice  is  to  be  promoted,  but  that  it 
involves  the  violation  of  the  criminal  code,  the  undersigned  respectfully 
recommend  the  rejection  of  the  bill  reported  by  the  majority  of  the 
Jadiciary  Committee.

State ;  and  whereas,  in  these  times  of  mechanical,  agricultural  and 
commercial  depression,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Government  to 
retain  within  its  borders,  encourage  and  aid  for  the  benefit  of  ite  citi- 
zens, all  tbe  avenues  of  trade  over  which  it  is  possible  for  it  to  obtain 
control ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  tbe  Senate,  the  Assembly  concurring.  That  our  Senators

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  authorized  to 
be  appointed  by  this  Act  to  require,  as  far  as  practicable,  all  persons, 
firms  and  corporations,  who  have  erected  mill-dams,  water  weirs  or 
other  obstructions  on  rivers  or  streams  within  the  waters  of  this  State, 
within  six  months  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  to  construct  and  keep 
in  repair  fish  ways  or  fish  ladders  at  such  mill-dams,  water  weirs  or 
obstractions,  so  that,  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  fish  may  ascend  above 
such  dam,  weir  or  obstruction  to  deposit  their  spawn.  Any  person,  firm 
or  corporation  owning  such  mill-dam  or  obstruction,  who  shall  fail  or 
refuse  to  construct  and  keep  in  repair  such  fish  way  or  fish  ladder  after 
having  been  notified  and  required  by  the  Commissioners  to  do  so,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  such 
neglect  or  refusal.  The  fines  and  penalties  that  may  bo  received  for 
convictions  under  this  section  shall  be  paid  one-half  to  the  District 
Judge  who  shall  prosecute  the  suit,  and  one-half  to  the  Common  School 
Fund  of  the  county.

MESSAGE   FROM   THE   GOVERNOR. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  Governor  : 

State  of  California,  Executive  Department,  \ 
Sacramento,  February  14th,  1870.  ) 

To  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  California  : 

I  herewith  return  to  your  honorable  body,  without  my  approval,  Senate 
Bill  No.  33 — An  Act  for  the  relief  of  L.  P.  Hall  and  Samuel  J.  Garrison. 

The  object  of  this  bill  is  to  compensate,  out  of  the  State  treasury,  the 
persons  named  in  the  bill,  for  damages  said  to  have  been  done  to  their 
property  by  a  mob  in  Yisalia.  The  property  destroyed  was  a  newspaper 
poblifthed  in  Tulare  County,  and  the  mob  seems  to  have  been  composed 
mainly,  if  not  entirelj',  of  men  enlisted  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States. 

No  good  citizen  will  justify  any  interference  with  the  freedom  of  the 
press,  which,  though  it  may  be  sometimes  abused,  is  indispensable  to  the 
maintenance  of  republican  government.  Upon  it  reliance  must  rest 
for  the  detection  of  fraud,  the  reformation  of  abuses,  and  a  healthful 
censorship  of  men  and  measures.  Any  interference  with  freedom  of 
iiiscussion  in  public  journals,  therefore,  is  a  blow  aimed  at  the  interests 
of  society. 

Because  the  lawless  violence  of  the  mob  in  Tulare  County  merits  con- 
demnation, it  by  no  means  follows,  however,  that  the  State  treasury 
Nhoald  be  drawn  upon  to  make  good  the  loss.     The  policy  of  our  legis- 
lation is  to  make  the  counties  responsible  for  the  loss  occasioned  by  mob 
violence.     This  has  been  acted  upon  in  the  case  of  the  presses  which 
were  destroyed  in  San   Francisco,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  safficient 
reason  for  a  distinction  between  that  case  and  the  one  in  Tulare  County. 
It  is  argued  that  the  soldiers  were  not  sent  to  Tulare  Connty  at  tb 
request  of  its  citisens,  and  were  not  residents  of  the  county.     The  rr 
however,  does  not  rest  upon  citizenship  or  residence.     It  is  fou'' 
open  the  principle  that  the  county  is  responsible  for  damage^do* 
mob  violence,  because  upon  the  county  authorities,  as  represeat^ 
the  people,  is  devolved  the  duty  of  preserving  order  and  o£/'p* 
propert}'. 

That  ihe  outbreak  was  unforseen  and  conld  not  be  'pper 
not  loach  the  reason  of  the  rule.    Mobs  are  often  snddeivar 
and  in  most  eases  are  composed  of  an  irresponsible  and  f 
tion.    The  taxpayers  of  the  county  are,  nevertheless,  > 
and  justly  so,  because  they  are  thereby  stimulated  ^ 
prevent  lawless  violence.    There  is  also  the  advant^ 
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ligation  into  the  actual  loss,  where  the  taxpayers  are  represented  by 
counsel,  instead  of  an  ex  parte  showing  before  a  legislative  committee, 
which  is  not  so  satisfactory  a  mode  of  ascertaining  damages,  the  evi- 
dence being  chiefly,  if  not  exclusively,  on  one  side. 

If  the  time  for  suing  Tulare  County  has  elapsed,  proper  legislation 
would  remedy  the  difficulty. 

For  these  reasons,  1  feel  compelled  to  withhold  approval  of  this  bill.

It  appears  from  the  evidence  produced  that  during  the  school  year 
commencing  June  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-sevon,.  there  was 
apportioned,  by  Santa  Cruz  County,  to  Pescadoro  School  District,  four 
bandred  and  seventy-four  dollars  and  twenty-four  cents,  and  that  of  that 
amount,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  has  been  paid,  as  per  annexed 
receipt,  leaving  a  balance  of  three  hundred  and  twenty-four  dollars  and 
twenty -tour  cents  due  on  the  sixteenth  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-eight. 

By  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  March  sixteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-eight,  the  larger  portion  of  Pescadero  School  District  was  trans- 
ferred from  Santa  Cruz  County  to  San  Mateo  County. 

After  the  date  of  such  transfer,  the  Trustees  of  Pescadero  School 
District  made  a  demand  for  the  money  claimed  by  them  to  be  due  this 
district,  but  payment  was  refused.  The  questio.'^  whether  this  money  is 
due  to  Pescadero  School  District  from  the  County  of  Santa  Cruz  has 
been  judicially  investigated  and  decided  in  favor  of  Santa  Cruz  County, 
as  appears  from  accompanying  documents. 

It  is  also  claimed  that  there  is  due  to  San  Gregorio  School  District  the 
mm  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-seven  dollars  and  fifty-eight  cents,  but 
tbere  is  no  proof  to  sustain  it;  on  the  contrary,  the  accompanying  cer- 
tificate of  the  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools  tends  to  show  that 
there  has  not  been  kept  open  in  said  district  a  free  school  for  three  months 
during  the  school  year  for  which  said  amount  is  claimed  to  be  due. 

The  delegation  respectfully  suggest  that  questions  like  these  should 
be  settled  by  the  Courts  and  not  by  the  Legislature.

Justice  Sprague,  the  only  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court 
present  at  the  Capitol,  who  stated  that  their  Secretary  was,  in  conse- 
quence of  his  increased  duties,  obliged  to  be  occupied  almost  daily  from 
early  morning  till  late  at  night,  that  the  business  of  the  Court  having 
grown,  the  number  of  Justices  increased,  the  duties  of  the  Secretary 
have  been  correspondingly  augmented.  By  an  Act  of  the  Legislature 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven  and  sixty-eight,  the  duties  of 
Librarian  of  the  Supreme  Court  were  imposed  upon  the  Secretary,  and 
these  duties,  which  require  great  additional  labor,  havel^oen  added  with- 
out an  increase  of  compensation.  That  in  consequence  of  a  late  order 
of  the  Court,  requiring  the  copying  of  all  decisions  made  by  the  Supreme 
Court,  his  duties  have  also  been  increased.  The  Justices  acknowledge 
ibat  their  Secretary  has  always  faithfully  performed  his  duties  to  their 
entire  satisfaction,  that  he  enjoys  their  fullest  confidence,  that  they  can- 
not well  make  a  change  in  the  office  of  Secretary,  and  that  the  present 
iocambent  deserves  and  ought  to  have  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  per  month  for  his  services. 

We  therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  the  Assembly  recede  from 
the  amendment  and  concur  in  the  bill  as  passed  by  the  Senate.

^  Mr.  Tompkins,  from  the  Committee  on  Counties  and  County  Bounda- 
ries, made  the  following  reports : 

Mr.  President  :  The  Committee  on  Counties  and  County  Boundaries, 
to  whom  was  referred- Assembly  Bill  No.  289 — An  Act  to  create  the 
Connty  of  Anaheim,  to  define  its  boundaries  and  to  provide  for  its 
organization  and  financial  affairs — have  had  the  same  under  considera- 
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tion  and  now  reepectfally  report :  That  the  County  of  Los  Angeles  is 
larger  than  several  of  the  States  of  the  Union;  that  its  soil  and  climate 
fit  it  for  the  support  of  a  ^reat  population,  and  that  its  division  into  two 
or  more  counties  will,  within  a  few  years,  be  imperatively  demanded  by 
the  convenience  of  its  people;  the  division  is  only  a  question  of  time. 
In  inquiring  whether  that  time  has  now  arrived,  the  committee  are  met 
by  the  following  facts:  The  evidence  is  now  unmistakable,  that  the 
southern  counties  of  the  State  cannot  expect  their  usual  prosperity 
during  the  coming  season ;  the  want  of  rain  must  necessarily  diminish 
their  crops,  and  render  the  time  peculiarly  unfavorable  for  any  increase 
of  taxation.  The  building  of  new  Court-houses  and  paying  salaries  to 
new  county  officers  would  seriously  increase  the  burdens  of  the  people, 
and,  as  the  committee  think,  to  an  extent  rojich  greater  than  would  be 
compensated  by  avoiding  the  inconveniences  to  which  they  have  become 
accustomed,  for  the  short  time  that  will  elapse  before  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Legislature.  It  will  not  be  forgotten,  either,  that  the  census  of 
the  State  is  to  be  taken  this  year;  the  data  it  will  furnish  will  be  indis- 
pensable to  enable  the  Legislature  to  properly  determine  the  apportion- 
ment of  legislative  representation  between  the  old  and  new  county.  It 
is  conceded  by  the  friends  and  opponents  of  the  bill,  that  the  question 
of  the  division  of  the  county  was  not  before  the  people  at  the  last  elec- 
tion ;  there  has,  therefore,  been  no  expression  of  their  opinion  upon  the 
Bubiect.  except  as  shown  by  the  petitions  and  remonstrances  here 

The  committee  are  divided  in  opinion,  as  to  whether  application  to 
create  the  County  of  Anaheim  is  not  premature,  and  therefore  report 
the  bill  back  without  recommendation.

Mr.  Pbesidknt:  The  Committee  on  Counties  and  County  Boundaries, 
to  whom  was  referred  Assembly  Bill  No.  144 — An  Act  to  locate  the 
county  seat  for  the  County  of  Lake — have  had  the  same  under  consider- 
ation, and  now  respectfully  report :  That  prior  to  February  eighteenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  the  county  seat  of  Lake  County  was 
at  Lakeport;  that  on  the  eighteenth  of  February,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-four,  an  Act  was  passed  by  the  Legislature,  submitting  the 
question  of  the  removal  of  the  county  seat  of  said  county  to  the  voters 
thereof.  The  committee  are  not  advised  of  the  result  of  said  election, 
except  as  it  is  to  be  inferred  from  the  facts  hereinafter  stated. 

On  the  second  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  an  Act  was 
passed  to  submit  the  same  question  again  to  the  people  of  said  county. 
This  election  was  held,  and  the  result  is  now  the  subject  of  litigation. 
It  is  conceded  by  the  friends  of  the  proposed  bill  that  the  decision  will 
bo  in  favor  of  Lakeport,  but  the  case  is  yet  pending  and  undecided  in 
the  Supreme  Court. 

It  thus  appears,  that  since  February,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four, 
the  question  of  the  removal  of  the  county  seat  from  Lakeport  has  twice 
been  submitted  to  the  people,  and  decided  against  the  removal.  The 
committee  believe  that  two  trials  within  six  years  ought  to  quiet  the 
matter  for  the  present.  In  addition,  they  are  of  the  opinion,  that  while 
the  result  of  the  last  election  is  yet  pending  and  undecided  in  the 
Supreme  Court,  that  it  would  not  be  expedient  for  the  Legislature  to 
anticipate  the  decision  and  pass  a  law  that  may  conflict  with  that  deci- 
sion, when  the  same  shall  be  made  by  the  Court.  The  committee  there- 
fore recommend  that  the  bill  do  not  pass.

Also,  Senate  Bill  No.  244 — An  Act  to  empower  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  and  Counties  of  Monterey  and  San  Luis  Obispo  to  aid 
in  the  construction  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Bail  road  and  other  purposes. 

Both  the  general  principles  and  the  details  of  these  measures  deserve, 
by  reason  of  the  magnitude  of  the  interests  involved,  a  more  extended 
discussion  than  is  possible  to  give  them  at  present,  owing  to  the  pres- 
sure of  urgent  duties.  The  views  and  opinions  which  impel  me  to  with- 
hold assent  to  these  bills  will  therefore  be  briefly  indicated  rather  than 
discussed. 

It  has  been  said  by  one  of  the  most  eminent  jurists  of  this  country, 
that  the  sole  legitimate  end  of  law  (that  is,  of  government)  is  lecurity  W 
men  in  the  free  enjoyment  and  development  of  their  capacities  for  hap- 
piness, and  that  '*  to  compel  men  to  contribute  of  the  accumulations  of 
industry  to  objects  not  within  the  legitimate  sphere  of  legislation,  is  a 
perversion  and  abuse  of  its  powers  little,  if  anything,  short  of  legalized 
robbery.  What  is  the  true  province  of  legislation  ought  to  be  better 
understood.  It  is  worth  while  to  remark,  that  in  every  new  and 
amended  State  Constitution,  the  bill  of  rights  spreads  over  a  larger 
space;  new  and  more  stringent  restrictions  are  placed  upon  legislation.'' 
He  says  further,  in  the  same  connection  :  *'  The  world  is  notoriously  too 
much  governed.  Legislators  almost  invariably  aim  at  accomplishing  too 
much.  Representative  democracies,  so  far  from  being  exempt  from  this 
vice,  are,  from  their  nature,  peculiarly  liable  to  it." 

I  have  made  this  quotation  because  it  expresses  truths  which,  with 
slight  modification,  are  generally  recognized  and  their  force  acknowl- 
edged.   The  happiest  people  are  the  most  free  from  governmental  intor- 
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ference  with  their  persons  aod  their  property.  A  certain  amount  of  power 
is  conceded  when  men  enter  the  social  compact  and  organize  political 
commoniiios.  The  right  of  eminent  domain  is  an  essential  attribute  of 
political  sovereignty,  by  virtue  of  which  private  property  is  taken  for 
public  use  on  payment  of  just  compensation.  The  right  of  taxation  to 
defray  necessary  governmental  expenditures  is  a  branch  of  the  same 
power.  Every  Government  rightfully  exacts  a  small  annual  percentage 
of  the  earnings  and  property  of  its  citizens  to  provide  means  for  the 
exercise  of  its  ordinary  essential  functions.  V^hon,  however,  it  goes 
beyond  taxation  for  necessary  objects,  and  takes  the  money  of  its  citi- 
zens for  other  purposes,  it  enters  upon  ground  which  is,  to  say  the  least, 
debatable,  and  transcends  limits  within  which  many  of  the  most 
enlightened  jurists  think  its  power  ought  to  be  confined. 

Illustrations  on  this  subject  could  be  multiplied,  but  it  is  needless,  for 
the  present  purpose,  to  insist  upon  rigid  general  rules  which  go  beyond 
the  ease  in  hand. 

We  live  under  a  constitutional  government,  and  the  main  advantage 
of  the  system  is  that  it  places  restraints  and  limitations  upon  legislative 
power.  Its  merit  is  not  that  the  majority  can  always  do  exactly  as 
they  will.  This  is  far  from  being  its  title  to  superiority.  Its  great 
value,  on  the  contrary,  consists  in  affording  to  the  minority  a  shield  of 
defence  against  the  arbitrary  action  of  the  majority.  It  is  true  that,  if 
the  power  of  the  majority  is  limited  to  the  exercise  of  the  oridinary 
functions  for  which  government  is  needed,  there  is,  of  course,  no  danger 
of  oppression;  but  if,  for  other  and  different  purposes,  it  invades  the 
right  of  property,  breaks  down  all  the  barriers  sought  to  be  erected  for 
a  defence  to  the  fruits  of  honest  industry,  and  destroys  all  the  cheeks 
upon  profligate  expenditure,  burdensome  debt  and  heavy  taxation,  for 
what  it  chooses  to  call  the  development  of  the  country,  then  constitu- 
tional limitation  fails  to  accomplish  any  beneficial  purpose. 

To  leave  general  propositions  and  be  more  explicit.  It  seems  to  be 
thought  by  some  that  any  measure  to  burden  a  community  with  taxa- 
tion for  the  direct  benefit  of  a  railroad  corporation  can  be  sanctified,  if 
it  goes  through  tho  process  of  a  popular  vote.  Is  this  so?  Have  men 
any  right  to  encumber  their  neighbors'  property  for  a  third  or  a  fourth 
of  its  value,  in  order  to  build  a  railroad  ?  If  one-half  of  the  community 
can,  in  effect,  mortgage  the  property  of  the  other  half,  for  a  third  or  a 
fourth  of  its  value,  without  the  consent  of  the  owners,  for  some  purpose 
wholly  foreign  to  the  ordinary'  functions  of  government,  it  is  clear  that 
property  is  held  by  a  much  more  frail  tenure  than  we  have  been  in  the 
habit  of  supposing. 

The  Constitution  prohibits  the  contracting  of  any  State  debt  except 
in  a  certain  way,  by  a  law  containing  specified  requisites,  submitted  to  a 
vote  of  the  people  of  the  whole  State.  This  might  possibly  b^.  abused, 
but  is  much  less  liable  to  abuse  than  in  the  case  of  counties,  because  the 
voters  would  be  more  difficult  to  influence,  and  frauds  more  difficult  to 
practice  in  the  former  case  than  in  the  latter. 

Tho  people  of  this  State  have  declared,  with  emphasis,  against  any 
loan  of  State  credit  and  against  donating  State  funds  to  railroad  corpo- 
rations. 

The  presont  State  officers  were  elected,  in  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven,  upon  a  platform  which  declared  "that,  in  view  of  the  enormous 
weight  of  State  and  national  taxation,  it  is  imperatively  necessary  to 
prevent  any  increase  of  the  State  debt,  and  to  reduce  our  State  and

county  expenses  to  the  lowest  standard  compatible  with  good  govern- 
ment." 

Both  parties  united,  last  fall,  in  opposition  to  the  policy  of  State  aid 
to  railroads.  One  party  resolved  that  it  was  **  opposed  to  the  policy  of 
lending  the  credit  of  the  State  and  squandering  the  State  property  upon 
railway  or  other  corporations,  to  the  detriment  of  the  public  interests 
and  the  overwhelming  increase  of  the  State  debt  and  taxation.''  The 
other  party  resolved  that  it  was  opposed  "  to  grants  of  Slate  aid  to  rail- 
roads, and  in  favor  of  limiting  taxation  to  the  amount  of  revenues  absolutely 
requisite  to  pay  the  actual  expenses  of  the  State  Government,  and  to  maintain 
the  financial  credit  of  the  State.^* 

These  declarations  were,  in  my  judgment,  most  wise.  The  time  for 
the  people  to  be  misled  into  loading  themselves  with  grievous  burdens, 
by  any  plausible  arguments  in  favor  of  a  railroad  system,  it  is  to  be 
hoped,  has  passed  by.  The  reason  for  this  concurrence  of  opinion  by 
both  parties  was  that  there  was  no  limit  to  debt  and  taxation  if  such  a 
career  was  entered  upon.  The  pledges  given  were  accepted  by  the 
people,  not  merely  in  their  letter,  but  in  their  spirit.  All  the  reasons 
against  State  aid  apply  with  double  force  against  county  aid.  Most  of 
the  members  who  vote  on  these  propositions  for  county  aid  have  no 
direct  interest  or  responsibilit3%  and  the  burden  falls  frequently  upon 
counties  least  able  to  boar  it.  What  is  also  an  important  consideration 
is  that  a  powerful  railroad  corporation,  in  a  sparsely  settled  count}',  can 
almost  invariably  control  the  result,  in  spite  of  every  effort  of  resident 
tax  payers.  The  latter  are  virtually  tied  hand  and  foot,  and  handed 
over  for  sacrifice. 

It  has  been  seriously  questioned  whether,  under  our  State  Coastitu- 
tion,  the  Legislature  can  shift  the  responsibility  of  legislation,  with 
which  they  are  charged,  to  a  mass  meeting  of  a  county  or  district.  The 
duty  of  making  laws  is  imposed  by  the  Constitution  upon  the  Legis- 
lature, under  certain  restrictions,  and  it  admits  of  grave  doubt  whether 
that  duty  can  be  relinquished  in  any  other  way  than  is  indicated  by  its 
provisions.  The  practical  evils  of  such  an  abandonment  of  responsibility 
are  obvious. 

There  are  cases  in  which  a  proposition  is  made  for  a  moderate  sub- 
scription, by  a  town  or  city,  to  a  local  railroad,  where  the  popular  senti- 
ment is  so  unanimous  that  it  presents  itself  almost  in  the  light  of  a 
general,  voluntary  subscription  by  the  tax  payers,  equalized  by  the 
local  authorities  acting  for  the  body  politic.  This  is  the  most  plausible 
shape  in  which  the  proposal  can  be  made,  and  leaves  little  objection 
beyond  those  that  exist  to  the  whole  system,  and  such  as  are  of  a  legal 
and  constitutional  character. 

The  measures  under  review,  however,  are  not  of  this  harmless  nature. 

The  first  of  the  bills  whose  titles  are  given  provides  that  the  voters  of 
Stanislaus.  Merced,  Fresno,  Tulare  and  Kern  Counties  shall  vote  upon 
the  proposition  to  donate  their  bonds  to  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  Railroad 
Company  (or  to  any  other  company  first  constructing  a  railroad  through 
those  counties),  at  the  rate  of  six  thousand  dollars  per  mile,  except  that 
in  Kern  County  the  amount  is  limited  to  four  hundred  and  eighty  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  in  Stanislaus  County,  to  one  hundred  and  eighty 
thousand  dollars. 

Formerly,  such  propositions  were  in  the  shape  of  a  loan  of  bonds,  but 
in  the  progress  of  the^ railroad  system,  they  begin  to  assume  che  form  of 
donations.  The  difference,  perhaps,  is  not  material,  for  a  loan  usually 
ends  in  a  gift.    The  assessed  value  of  real  and  personal  property  in  Kern 
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Coonty  for  eighteen  hundred  and  sizty-'nine,  according  to  the  Controller's 
report,  was  one  million  one  hundred  and  ninety-one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  ninety-five  dollars  and  eighty-three  cents  ($1,191,895  83),  of 
which  only  four  hundred  and  thirty-one  thousand  five  hundred  and  eigh- 
teen dollars  and  eight  cents  ($431,518  08)  was  real  estate.  In  other 
words,  the  bill  proposes  to  afibrd  an  opportunity  for  voters  from  abroad, 
on  thirty  days  residence,  in  the  present  or  expected  employ  of  the  cor- 
poration, to  encumber  the  real  estate  of  that  county  to  an  amount  equal 
to  more  than  one  hundred  per  cent,  of  its  assessed  value  !  The  San 
Joaquin  Valley  Railroad  Company  is  not  a  new  and  feeble  association. 
It  is  understood  to  be,  and  doubtless  is,  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad 
Company  under  another  name — a  corporation  of  vast  wealth,  of  fran- 
chises such  as  are  perhaps  held  by  no  corporation  on  the  continent,  man- 
aged by  gentlemen  of  great  energy,  enterprise  and  business  ability. 
The  total  vote  of  Kern  Couoty,  at  the  judicial  election  in  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-nine,  is  given  as  two  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  though  at 
the  presidential  election  six  hundred  and  thirty  votes  were  polled.  Is  it 
not  plain  that  if  the  corporation  chose  to  make  an  effort,  the  result  in 
such  a  county  would  be  a  foregone  conclusion,  without  reference  to  the 
wishes  of  the  tax  pa3'ers  ?  The  same  proportion  of  debt  on  the  whole 
State  would  give  us  a  State  debt  o£  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  millions 
of  doilars,  and  roouid  sink  the  State  into  hopeless  bankruptcy. 

The  same  proportion  of  debt  which  this  bill  proposes  to  place  upon 
Stanislaus  County,  would  give  us  a  State  debt  of  about  thirteen  millions. 
In  Fresno,  Merced  and  Tulare  Counties,  the  number  of  miles  is  not  given, 
and  no  comparison  can  be  made.  If  there  are  sixty  miles  in  Tulare 
County,  it  would  impose  a  debt  of  three  hundred  and  sixty  thousand 
dollars  upon  a  county,  the  entire  real  estate  of  which  is  assessed,  in 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  at  three  hundred  and  sixtj^-five  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  twelve  dollars.  The  only  thing  required  of  the 
company  is,  that  it  shall  build  Mly  miles  of  railroad  per  annum,  com- 
mencing after  January  first,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one, 
and  counting  the  portion  already  partly  completed.  There  is  no  limita- 
tion in  the  bill  upon  the  charges  for  passengers  or  freight;  no  limitation 
of  the  encumbrance  upon  the  counties  to  such  amounts  as  they  could 
probably  pay  without  embarrassment,  and  the  election  is  ordered  in 
June,  without  giving  the  tax  payers  the  right  of  option  as  to  whether 
they  would  or  would  not  ask  that  the  election  should  be  held.  Men  who 
never  paid  a  tax,  and  probably  never  will,  can  vote  away  the  property 
of  those  who  have  accumulated  a  competency  by  their  thrift  and  enter- 
prise. The  provisions  for  taxation  are  stringent,  and  the  interests  of  the 
corporation  effectually  secured,  but  not  the  same  care  is  taken  for  the 
interests  of  those  who  are  to  be  made  liable  for  these  enormous  subsidies. 
This  aid  is  virtually  given  in  favor  of  a  corporation  to  which  the  most 
munificent  grants  have  already  been  mac'e,  and  which  is  supposed  to  be 
one  of  the  most  wealthy  and  powerful  corporations  on  the  continent. 

All  this  is  to  be  done  for  this  corporation  at  the  expense  of  the  tax 
payers,  when  it  is  as  certain  as  anything  in  the  future,  that  the  road  up 
the  valley  will  be,  and  must  be  built,  without  any  great  delay,  if  no  sub 
sidy  whatever  is  granted.  If  the  road  is  not  built  by  one  company,  it 
soon  will  be  by  another.  The  Central  Pacific  Company  cannot  afford  to 
wait.  It  must  build  the  road,  and  that  soon,  in  order  to  complete  its 
system,  and  secure  the  trade  of  the  vast  and  fertile  region  which  lies 
along  the  San  Joaquin  and  around  its  sources,  as  well  as  to  control  the 
transcontinental  route  along  the  thirty-fifth  parallel. 
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The  other  bill  provides  for  the  conetruction  of  a  road  by  the  Southern 
Pacific  Eailroad  Company,  through  Monterey  and  San  Luis  Obir^po 
Counties.  The  same  objections  apply  to  this  bill.  No  route  is  desig- 
nated in  the  bill,  nor  is  the  number  of  miles  limited  in  those  counties. 
For  aught  that  appears,  there  may  be  sixty,  eighty  or  a  hundred  miles 
in  either  county  It  is  said  that  in  San  Luis  Obispo  the  road  would  tra- 
verse a  part  of  the  county  of  little  agricultural  value,  and  the  county, 
therefore,  would  be  loaded  with  a  crushing  debt  without  any  correspond- 
ing benefit.  Indeed,  there  can  hardly  be  any  justification  for  placing 
such  encumbrances  upon  those  counties.  This  corporation  has  also  a 
largo  and  valuable  land  grant,  which  it  will  doubtless  secure,  and  which 
is  worth  probably  four  or  five  millions  of  dollars.  It  must  build  its  road 
or  forfeit  its  grant.  When  it  does  build  the  road  it  will  own  it  absolutely, 
with  all  the  profit  and  advantage  which  may  result  from  its  operation. 

In  San  Luis  Obispo  County  the  taxable  property,  real  and  personal, 
in  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  is  given  in  the  Controller  s  report 
at  nine  hundred  and  fifty-five  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven 
dollars,  of  which  five  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  two  hundred  and 
eighty-three  dollars  was  real  estate.  If  there  are  sixty  miles  of  railroad 
constructed  in  that  county,  the  amount  of  bonds  would  be  three  hundred 
and  sixty  thousand  dollars,  and  the  amount  of  State  debt,  at  the  same 
ratio,  would  be  about  ninety  millions,  or  nearly  forty  per  cent,  upon  tbo 
total  valuation  of  real  and  personal  property  in  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-nine.  No  such  debt  could  ever  be  paid.  If  the  coast  counties  and 
the  counties  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  are  to  be  burdened  with  debt,  as 
is  contemplated  bj'  these  bills,  immigration  would  shun  their  borders. 
No  man  would  be  willing  to  settle  or  purchase  property  in  an  overtaxed 
and  bankrupt  county.  The  experience  of  counties  in  Iowa  is  not  favor- 
able to  the  policy  sought  to  be  inaugurated  by  these  bills.  We  ought  to 
profit  by  their  unfortunate  experience,  and  shun  the  financial  ruin  in 
which  some  of  them  are  engulfed.  Had  there  been  nothing  but  a  simple 
proposition  for  San  Francisco  to  subscribe  one  million  of  dollars  to 
secure  three  hundred  additional  miles  of  road,  aside  from  the  question- 
able principle  involved,  the  results  could  not  be  disastrous ;  but  the  more 
I  have  reflected  upon  these  bills,  the  more  repugnant  they  seem  to  just 
principles  and  to  sound  policy. 

It  has  been  said,  on  another  occasion,  that  ^*  all  the  railroads  we  need 
will  be  built  by  private  enterprise,  without  loading  the  State  with  an 
incubus  of  debt,  crippling  its  finances  for  half  a  century,  and  furnishing 
a  prolific  source  of  corruption."  The  policy  of  county  aid  is  far  more 
liable  to  abuse  and  more  dangerous  than  State  aid,  and  while  I  regret  to 
differ  on  this  subject,  from  gentlemen  for  whoso  integrity  and  judgment 
I  entertain  great  respect,  I  am  content,  for  the  justice  and  soundness  of 
the  views  above  expressed,  to  abide  by  the  developments  of  the  future. 

I  feel  confident  they  will  be  sanctioned  by  the  deliberate  judgment  of 
your  honorable  body,  and  that  they  will  meet  the  wishes  and  expecta- 
tions of  our  common  constituents.

The  Seventeenth  Judicial  District,  which  this  bill  proposes  to  divide, 
was  created  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  by  dividing  the  First 
Judicial  District.  The  creation  of  the  proposed  new  district  would 
make  three  judicial  districts  where  one  only  existed  two  years  ago. 
And,  although  there  may  be  a  necessity  for  the  reorganization  of  the 
judicial  districts  of  this  State,  your  committee  are  of  the  unanimous 
opinion  that  the  organization  of  the  proposed  district,  by  dividing  the 
seventeenth,  is  wholly  unnecessary,  and  would  involve  an  additional 
burden  on  the  people  of  the  district,  as  well  as  an  outlay  of  four  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum  from  the  State  treasury,  without  oommensurate 
benefit  to  the  people,  and  for  which  they  do  not  ask.  The  business  of 
the  Seventeenth  Judicial  District  is  at  present  less  than  that  of  many 
other  judicial  districts  of  the  State,  and  its  transaction  does  not  subject 
suitors  to  loss  by  reason  of  unnecessary  delay. 

Your  committee  believe  that  the  creation  of  new  offices,  to  be  &\\ed 
by  the  Governor,  should  be  carefully  considered,  deeming  the  same, 
anless  under  urgent  necessity,  to  be  against  public  policy. 
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Yoar  QommHtee,  therefore,  return  the  bill,  with  the  request  that  it  be 
referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee,  accompanied  by  this  report.

or  town  purposes,  is  situated  ;  provided,  that  public  buildings,  parochial 
schools,  free  schools  supported  by  the  public  authorities  or  private  char- 
ity, and  property  actually  and  solely  used  for  religious  and  eleemosynary 
purposes,  and  all  cemeteries  owned  by  religious,  or  charitable,  or  benev- 
olent associations,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation.

I  herewith  return  to  your  honorable  body,  without  approval,  substi- 
tute for  Senate  Bill  No.  185 — An  Act  to  provide  for  the  reclamation  of 
swamp,  salt  niarsh,  tide  and  other  overflowed  lands. 

This  bill  contains,  among  other  provisions,  the  following :  It  transfers 
the  control  of  reclamation  from  the  Boards  of  Supervisors  to  officers 
appointed  by  the  Surveyor-General.  It  gives  control  to  the  majority  in 
acreage,  without  reference  to  value  or  improvements,  and  anthoriEes  an' 
assessment  without  limitation  as  to  amount  per  acre. 

From  the  protests  and  representations  addressed  to  me  from  various 
quarters,  it  is  evident  that  the  holders  of  small  parcels  of  swamp  land 
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look  upon  the  system  proposed  in  this  bill  with  great  saspicion  and  hos- 
tility; and,  without  sach  protests,  it  seems  clear  that  it  places  the 
holders  of  comparatively  small  tracts  in  the  power,  to  a  great  extent, 
of  the  few  holders  of  large  bodies  of  these  lands. 

It  enables  the  latter  to  form  districts  of  any  size,  and  through  the 
machinery  of  the  bill  to  impose  such  a  burden  upon  the  holders  of 
small  tracts  as  would  compel  them  to  sell  out  at  a  sacrifice,  through 
inability  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  assessment.  The  bill  is  not  as  well 
guarded  as  it  ought  to  be,  in  the  particulars  indicated.  Too  much  caotioo 
cannot  be  exercised  in  legislation  affecting  the  title  to  private  property. 
If  the  holder  of  one  hundred  thousand  acres  of  land  can  encumber  the 
property  of  five  hundred  persons  owning  small  homesteads,  there  cer- 
tainly otight  to  be  some  limit  to  the  amount  of  the  encumbrance. 

I  have  no  time  at  present  to  discuss  the  features  of  this  bill  at  any 
length,  or  to  more  than  barely  refer  to  some  of  the  reasons  why  I  am 
not  willing  to  give  it  my  approval. 

A  number  of  representations  have  been  addressed  to  me,  urging  that 
the  present  system  be  allowed  to  remain  until  it  is  tried  more  thoroughly 
than  it  has  yet  been,  and  setting  forth  that  it  is  a  safer  and  better 
sj'stem  than  the  one  proposed  in  this  bill.

PRESENTATIONS. 

On  behalf  of  the  Senate,  Mr.  Boberts  addressed  the  President,  as 

follows : 

I  find  on  my  desk  a  magnificent  service  of  plate,  the  aggregated  gift 
of  Senators  on  this  floor,  intended  for  you,  Mr.  President,  as  a  tokeo  of 
esteem.     Upon  an  occasion  like  this,  it  might  well  be  supposed  that  yoar 
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pereoDal  qualities  might  be  considered  of  a  high  order.  The  patience  of 
the  presiding  officer  has  been  tried  at  times,  when  his  patience  might  be 
lost;  bot  on  all  occasions  yon  have  judged  impartially,  justly  and  with- 
oat  partisanship.  This  is  not  said  out  of  compliment,  but  because  it  is 
true.  When,  with  one-half  of  the  Senate,  we  met  in  another  place,  we 
may  well  contrast  our  narrow,  inconvenient  apartments,  with  the  luxury 
which  surrounds  us.  This  structure  had  been  commenced,  but  not  com- 
pleted. But  our  duties  were  then  the  same  as  now.  It  may  be  a  question 
how  far  we  have  faithfully,  truthfully  and  honestly  performed  our  duties 
to  the  State  and  to  our  constituents.  We  feel  that  you  have  fully,  faith- 
fully, honestly  discharged  your  duty.  We  express  to  you  the  same  feel- 
ings they  feel  to  each  other,  by  this  service  of  pure,  solid  silver,  j^ouched 
with  refined  gold.  Allow  me  to  present  this  token  of  respect  and 
esteem. 

Hero  one  of  the  Pages  bore  the  service  to  the  President,  who  replied 
as  follows : 

Senators:  I  accept  your  generous  gift,  with  emotions  too  deep  for 
utterance.  It  has  been  tritely  and  trnly  said  '^  That  words  faint  upon 
the  lips  when  the  heart  itself  would  speak.''  Words  seem  but  a  mock- 
ery to  give  expression  to  one's  pent-up  feelings,  when  the  heart  is  full 
of  gratitude.  During  the  last  four  months,  as  your  presiding  officer,  I 
have  had  four  objects  steadily  in  view  :  The  protection  of  the  rights  of 
the  minority;  the  exact  equality  in  rights  of  each  Senator  on  this  floor; 
the  enforcement  of  your  rules,  and  the  good  of  the  commonwealth. 
Uow  far  I  have  succeeded  in  this,  it  is  for  3'on  to  say;  and  I  am  per- 
suaded that  you  have  rendered  your  verdict  in  the  presentation  to  me 
of  this  rich  and  beautiful  present.  That,  when  chafed  and  irritated,  I 
may  have  erred,  I  most  freolj-  admit.  Who  does  not?  But  that  I  have 
done  so  knowingly  or  willingly,  I  do  most  solemnly  deny  If,  in  the 
discharge  of  what  I  deemed  my  official  duty,  I  have  wounded  the 
feelings  or  offended  the  dignity  of  any  Senator  here,  I  do  now  most 
humbl}*  crave  his  pardon.  As  we  pass  the  threshold  of  this  chamber, 
let  unkindly  feelings,  if  any  exist  between  us,  be  buried  in  the  dustpan 
of  oblivion.  It  is  human  to  err;  it  is  godlike  to  forgive.  I  duly  appre- 
ciate the  complimentary  words  of  Senator  Eoberts,  who  has  been  chosen 
by  you  to  make  this  presentation.  Being  a  representative  of  the  minor- 
ity, it  is  a  double  assurance  to  me  that  I  have  protected  them  in  all 
of  their  rights.  I  accept  from  you,  Senators,  this  beautiful  present,  and 
will  keep  it  and  esteem  it  dearer  than  anything  Save  my  integrity,  my 
country  and  my  God.  I  would  not  exchange  it  for  the  brightest  jew- 
elled diadem  that  ever  decked  an  Empress'  brow.  As  the  scarred 
veteran,  after  he  has  retired  from  service,  surrounded  by  his  family  and 
friends,  points  and  says,  **  This  wound  was  received  at  this  field,  and 
this  at  tnat,"  so,  when  I  shall  have  retired  from  the  exciting  scenes  of 
politics,  surrounded  by  jny  family  and  friends,  will  I  say  to  them,  "This 
cane  and  this  watch  chain  were  presented,  as  you  see  by  the  inscription 
thereon,  by  the  members  of  the  Assembly  of  the  sixteenth  session  of 
the  Legislature,  as  a  token  of  their  regard.  I  was  said  to  be  the  leader 
of  a  forlorn  hope  of  twenty  Democrats  in  that  body,  but  by  an  open 
and  manly  avowal  of  my  principles,  secured  the  friendship  of  the  whole 
body."  This  watch,  which  was  presented  to  me  by  the  Senate  of  the 
seventeenth  session,  for  the  purchase  of  which  many  Senators  here  con- 
tributed, I  regard  as  a  precious  gift.     It  often  reminds  me  of  the  earn- 
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est,  anxious  faces  of  the  Senators  tibat  assembled  in  that  old  chamber. 
It  is  valuable  as  a  time  keeper;  as  a  free  will  offering  of  warm  and 
generous  friends,  it  is  above  all  price.  This  beautiful  set  of  silver,  with 
which  3'ou,  Senators,  have  presented  me  to-night,  is  the  last  and  best  gift 
of  all,  and  the  more  acceptable  to  me  because  I  now  know  one  who  will 
be  equally  proud  of  this  compliment  as  myself.  In  her  name  and  for 
m3'6elf  I  thank  you  for  this  present.  I  will  preserve  these  tokens  of 
esteem  and  confideiice  with  jealous  care,  and  if  God  be  willing,  will 
transmit  them  to  my  posterity  as  a  legacy  without  price. 

[President  pro  tern,  in  the  chair.] 

Mr.  Pendegast,  on  behalf  of  the  members  and  officers  and  attache  of 
the  Senate,  presented,  as  a  token  of  esteem,  a  handsome  gold  watch  and 
chain  to  the  President  pro  tem.,  B.  J.  Lewis,  of  Tehama,  who  received 
the  gift  with  fitting  remarks. 

Mr.  Maclay,  on  behalf  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Senate,  pre- 
sented a  gold  watch  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  Joseph  Roberts, 
Jr.,  as  a  mark  of  regard  for  his  services,  which  was  received  in  a  short 
speech  by  him.
